RETROSPECT OF 1673. 
Ts We summarised last year the 
operating causes in the Tea trade, in 
the remark that profit resulted entirely 
from a due relation of the production 
to the consumption. Tho lesson of this 
ear is the same. At the beginning of 
the season, Black Teas, owing to the 
late opening of the market in Foochow, 
and the loss of tivo large steamers with 
first teas from Shanghai, were delivered 
in London in moderate amount, and 
were generally sold at a profit. Later 
on, steamer followed steamer from this 
with full cargoes, a very small portion 
of the crop being shipped by sailing 
vessel; so that the bulk of the ship. 
ments, whose arrival should have been 
spread over the spring months, reached 
London before Christmas, and a general 
decline, with severe losses to weak 
holders, was the result. There are 
now s0 few sailing vessels to arrive in 
London, that there will be there almost 
a scarcity before the new season begins, 
and we know by wire that the inevitable 
recovery has already set in on the Lon- 
don market. \ 

These phenomena have been rendered 
more striking in Green Tea, by tho 
exaggerated application of the Adultera- 
tion Act in England. The wretched 
state of the overloaded New York mar- 
ket at the beginning of the season, sent 
most of the new Pingsueys to London, 
where all demand for them was checked. 
by the fear of legal proceedings under 
the Act, and they were soon offering at 
fifty per cent under prices current 
within the last two years. ‘The losses 
were enormous; shipments from this 
were checked; their very low cost in 
London drove them into ‘consumption 
notwithstanding the Act; and we now 
know by wire that there has been a 
recovery within the last two months of 
from fourpence to sixpence @ pound, 
It is fortunate that this recovery has 
come too late for the teamen to dis 
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sipate it by packing the rabbish which 
their losses last antumn made them 
retain in the country ; for the deficiency 
this year, which amounts to over 
four million pounds, is due notso much 
to any failure in the crop, as to the 
low prices, which made the packing of 
the common. kinds unprofitable. 
Buck Tes. On the 16th of May, or three 
days later than last season, the first 
musters were shown in Hankow, and 
the market was opened the same day. 
Supplies at first came in slowly, owing 
to the full observance by the tea hongs, 
of their decision not to sell any tea that 
had not actually arrived in bulk. The 
constant disputes between seller and 
buyer last year, arising from the 
differences between the chest muster 
by which the tea was sold and the bulk 
@elivered, was thus entirely done away 
with, and business was conducted on a 
much more satisfactory footing. Opin- 
ions at the time differed considerably 
as to the quality of the crop, which was 
however pronounced by the trade at 
home as being rather above the average 
of late years. ‘The first purchases were 
mide for shipment by the Ulysses, ad- 
vortised to leave Shanghai on the 22nd 
of May, via Canton, it being expected 
by shippers that she would arrive seve- 
‘ral days before the first direct steamers. 
were, however, not 
fulfilled, her teas being placed on the 
‘market four days later than the Vene- 
tia’s cargo. Prices were, as usual at 
tho opening, on a very high scale, 
ranging from one to two taels higher 
thian Inst season for Oopacks and Oo- 
nams, and about four taels for Ning- 
chows. The oxtremo prices paid by 
‘Russian houses for teas from the latter 
district, debarred for a time any opera- 
‘tions in them on the part of buyers 
for London. Tho P, & O. steamer 
Venetia was the first to leave, getting 
away on the 24th May, followed two 
days later by the Agamemnon, taking 
together 4,650,000-Ibs. 

On their arrival at Home on the 12th 
Taly, their cargoes wore received with 
great caution on the part of the trade, 
the samo dull feeling and want of ani- 
mation characterising the reception of 
the first arrivals as it did the previous 
year: Buying at first went on slowly, 
at prices ranging from 1s. 9d. to 2s. 6d. 
per lb. ‘These prices showed a slight 
profit to shippers, and were due to the 
moderate supply arriving at the time— 
the late opening of the Foochow market 
being the chief cause. The small profits 
made on first crops were, however, more 
than balanced by the losses on second 
crops, which were bought in China 
about the middle of July at figures 
considerably over what they had fetched 
at home last season, the quality being. 
inferior. 

‘The result to these teas could scarcely 
have been expected to have been dif- 
feront, with the enormous supply sent 
forward and forced on the market 
at one time. The effect, though at 
first anything but remunerative, was 
‘ultimately benéficial to the shipper on 















this side, as it led to a lower range of 
prices being given for the remainder of 
the crop, which, bought at Yeasonable 
prices, is now (by latest accounts 
from London) showing much more 
favourable results. One very notice- 
able feature in the season just closed, 
is the very small quantity of -low- 
country tea packed. For several seasons 
past, these teas have not been remunera- 
tive to the packers, showing to them an 
equally bad return as they haye done 
to the shippers. ‘Teas of this descrip. 
tion that have been brought down for 
sale here, have been made up with much 
greater care and have been much freer 
from coarseness than they have been 
for many years—this fact, no doubt, 
accounting for their better reception at 
Home. 

Looking back, we have, on the 
whole, great reason to congratulate our- 
selves on the happy combination of un- 
foreseen and unexpected circumstances 
which have tended to make the past sea 
son, if not so good as we could have 
wished, yet a great deal better than it 
might have been. First, we had the late 
opening of themarketand the consequent 
delay of shipments from Foochow, giving 
an ‘undoubted advantage to our first 
shipments. Secondly, the preference 
again shown to Northern teas. Thirdly, 
a shorter supply in the total export of 
Black Tea from all China, with an in- 
crease in the Home consumption. 

‘The season is now closed with a total 
export fo all countries of 74,000,000- 
Ibs., against a total of 72,000,000-lbs. 
Jast season, showing an increnso of 
2,000,000-lbs. which increase has gone 
to Russia direct by Tientsin and Odessa, 
leaving the export to Great Britain 
below last year’s. 

Gree Tea, The heavy losses which were 
realized towards the end of 1872 and 
the beginning of last year, both in 
England and America, had the effect of 
delaying the opening of the market 
here, thero being no prospect of im- 
provement in the position of affairs to 
encourage buyers. The rush made for 
the past few seasons for the first 
arrivals of Pingsueys, for shipment by 
the first Pacific mail steamer in June, 
was thus avoided ; and it was not until 
the latter end of June that buying 
really commenced, and even then only 
on a very small scale. The settlements 
up to the 11th July amounted to only 
12,500 half-chests, against 52,000 in 
the previous year. The quality of the 
crop was exceedingly poor, mixed to a 
very great extent with inferior leaf, and 
ing, consequently, thin and flavourless 
in the cup. A slight improvement was, 
however, shown in the colouring, less 
of that matter coming off in the hand, 
owing to there being a lesser quantity 
of it and to its being better fired into 
the leaf. Opening prices were about 
Taels 7 less than the extreme rates 
paid Inst season; but little business 
being done at these figares, teamen 
were forced to give way, anda further 
@ecline of Taels 5 was soon established. 
OE the settlements, very little was for- 











warded to America, the bulk being 
shipped to England, the export to the 
latter country up to the 11th August 
being 2,500,000 lbs., against 500,000 
to America. Notwithstanding the very 
low tael cost, the result of these ship- 
ments again proved to be most dis. 
astrous to importers in England, the 
trade there entirely setting ‘their faces 
against these teas, there being’a general 
complaint against colour. ‘To America 
the result was rather of a more favor- 
able nature, and in some cases profits 
were the reward of well-bought ship- 
ments, 

In the third week of July, three chops 
of country tea arrived, and were imme. 
diately placed on the market; and on the 
2st ono of them, a fine Teonkai, was 
settled at Tls, 40, being about Tis, 5 
below last season. For nearly a fort- 
night afterwards, little business was 
done. Teamen remaining firm in their 
demands, buyers, seeing little prospect 
of auy immediate decline, entered the 
market, and a general busitess ensued. 
‘The quality of the Teenkais and Moy- 
unes was much the same as last year, 
showing the same hastiness and want of 
care in preparation, the liquor, however, 
being good. Supplies came in very 
slowly, and showed an immense falling 
off compared with the two previons 
years, the total arrivals of Green Tea 
up to the 11th August being actually 
96,000 half-chests less than in 1872. 
By teamen, this deficiency was then 
explained as entirely owing to » short 
ness in the yield, but as their pro- 
phesies about this time are generally 
every year of the samo kind, little ‘reli- 
ance was placed on that explanation, 
‘and it was generally supposed that pro- 
ducers were holding back supplies in 
the country, with tho intention of feed- 
ing the market slowly, and getting 
bettor prices for their teas in this way. 
It was not until the end of November, 
when the fact could be ascertained with 
considerable accuracy, that this surmise 
was found to be incorreot, and that the 
yield was actually to be a short one. 
Tn the meantime, buying was carried on 
with fair activity, purchases being chiefly 
for the English merket; American 
buyers, with continued depressing ad- 
vices from the other side, showing little 
inclination to operate, prices being cone 
siderably over the then ruling rates in 
New York. . 

Up to the end of August, the export 
to England of Green ‘Tea had reached 
four and a-half millions, against one 
and a-half to America. Tho demand 
for country teas for England was ex- 
plained in the fact of Pingsueys being 
utterly neglected, most uhfavorable 
telograms having been received by that 
time of the first shipments. 

During the month of September 
more activity was displayed, and the 
market was maintained at quite pre- 
vions rates, due chiefly to “the very 
moderate supply, which continued to be 
still about 100,000 packages in arrear 
of last season. Really fine teas, which 
were exceptionally scarce, were eagerly 
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taken, good medium chops being also in 
fair request, while common were utterly 
neglected. At the end of the month 
the export to England now showed an 
increase of one and a-half millions, 
whereas to America there was actually 
a deficiency of five millions. 

In the early part of October, and, in 
fact, throughout the whole month, a 
much quieter feeling existed, and with 
decreasing settlements and an increas- 
ing stock, teamen were induced to make 
@ concession of one to two taels on fine, 
and two to three taels on medium teas. 
At the latter end of the month, buying 
for England almost came to a stand- 
still, owing to the position of the market 
there. Our stock at this time was the 
largest we had known since 1864, being 
112,000 half-chests, against 77,000 last 

rear. 

i In November, during the whole of 
the month, a heavy business was trans- 
acted almost entirely for America, the 
settlements for the month averaging 
over 100,000 packages, at a reduction 
all round of about one tael. ‘The better 
Kinds wore still only taken, to the almost 
entire neglect of common; and by the 
end of the month almost all desirable 
parcels were cleared off the market. 
The export to England this month 
amounted to only half-a-million, whereas 
to America we had an export of over 
three millions, The total export to the 
latter country, however, still showed a 
falling off of four millions, compared 
with last season. 

In the early part of December, better 
news was received from America, ad- 
vices then announcing @ very great im- 
provement in the market, and a brighter 
prospect for teas later on. This led to 
a general rush for all kinds, especially 
the few remaining fine chops, which 
were eagerly taken at a rise of Tis. 4. 
Common teas, so long neglected, now 
found purchasers, and by the Ist of 
January our stock bad dwindled down 
to 25,000 packages, the total export to 
England now reaching eight millions, 
and to America sixteen and a-half 
millions. 

Until quite towards the end of Janu- 
ary, little uttention was shown to the 
remaining stock, there being nothing 
except of the lowest quality left over. 
Latterly, however, theso have been 
almost cleared off, more cheerful advices 
being received from England, reviving 
the hopes of shippers to that country. 
‘Wo have still 6,000 packages left, but 
the season may be considered as virtu- 
ally closed. 

Throughout the whole’season, Shang- 
hai-packed kinds have been treated with 
tho amount of attention they deserve, 
and comparatively little of this class of 
tea has been shipped. The heavy losses 
to the packer will, no doubt, have a 
most beneficial effect in stopping, or 
nearly 80, the production of this spurious 
article in future. 

‘The total yield of the season amounts 
to 29,000,000 Ibs, against a total of 
38,000,000|bs. last year,and 27,000,000 
Ibs. in 1871-72,

A meeting of the Salvage Corps was 
held on Friday evening, at the Gymnasium, 
to consider the advisability of carrying on 
the Corps under its present constitution. 
‘Mr. Alex, Campbell proposed “ that-the 
meeting should recommend the Chief 
Engineer to break up the Corps,” which 
proposition was carried, against Mr, Du 
amendment “ that the incoming Committee 
should be instructed to confer with tho 
Chief Engineer as to the best means of 
rendering the Corps more useful than it 
has hitherto been.” After a considerable 
amount of discussion, Mr. Cann, though 
having resigned Office, kindly consented to 
see the Chief Engineer on the subject ; and 
we hope therefore to hear that the Corps 
will be reorganized so as to give its mem~ 
bers some interest in turning out to fires, 

We publish among our Law Reports an 
interesting and important decision lately 
delivered by Sir Edmund Hornby on 9 
special case submitted to him—under the 
clause of the Rules of the Supreme Court 
regulating the submission and decision 
of questions of Law without formal suit— 
between the Municipal Council and the 
Oriental Bank Corporation. The-Munici- 
pal Council, in accordance with the Land 
Regulations, and a resolution passed at the 
last Ratepayers’ meeting for a general re- 
assessment, assessed the Bank's premises at 
a rental of Tis. 8,000 per annum. The 
Bank appealed against this as excessive, 
but the Court of Appeal confirmed the 














assessment of the Council, The Dank still 
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maintaining the assessracnt to be too high, 
it was agreed to submit to the Chief Judge, 
ior his opinion, whether the decision of the 
Court of Appeal was final. His Lordship 
{s of opinion that it is final, and supports 
iis judgment with a lucid and interesting 
chain of reasoning, which clearly establishes 
tho status of our local self-government. 

An unusual case, arising out of a change 
of masters on board tho British ship 
Alhambra, was decided at the Supreme 
Court on the 9th, before R. A. Mowat, 
Esq, The main facts have already been 
disclosed in a prosecution against the chief 
officer for refusing to obey the orders of 
the new captain. The case yesterday 
arose from the new captain, W. G. Beadle, 
having taken out a summons calling upon 
the superseded captain, ©. H. Nelson, to 
show cause why he should not deliver up 
all documents relating to the ship in his 
possession or under his control. In the 
forenoon the caso was adjourned on an 
objection taken by defendant’s counsel, 
Mr, Brougham Miller, for the production 
of the original summons, At the after- 
noon hearing, our report of which we must 
hold over, Mr. Miller took objection to 
the proceedings as instituted, but was over- 
ruled, In tho course of argument regarding 
questions put by the Bench to defendant 
after having him sworn to give evidence, 
to which the learned Counsel objected, 
his Honour made use of the word ‘“absur- 
ities” in replying; and Mr. Miller, taking 
exception to the expression, complained 
that it was discourteous and withdrew. 
His Honour, however, proceeded to enquire 
into facts as to the ownership and agency 
of tho vessel, and decided against defen- 
ant under section 259 of the Appendix to 
tho Merchant Shipping Act. He said that, 
if defendant thought he had been wrong- 
fully discharged, his remedy Jay in an 
action against those who had removed him, 
not in withholding papersrelating totheship 
or its owners, 

‘We hoar that the Cantoneso intend re- 
venging themselves on the Shunpao ina 
milder way than by burning down the 
premises ; they purpose starting an op- 
position paper, backed by the power and 
wealth of their Guild, which ia to be dis- 
tributed gratis till the offender is crushed ! 
We fancy the Sunpao will survive. 

‘We understand that the Chehsien, hay- 
ing failed to reach the Shunpao writers 
though the Consulate, has changed his 
mode of attack. Proclamations have beon 
posted in the City, and at the Gates, declar- 
ing that they receivo bribes. 

‘We print, on another page, a translation 
of a memorial from the Native Merchants 
of Shanghai, which has been presented to 
the Taotai, and subsequently published 
as an advertisement in the Shunpao. It 
complains that the weight of taxation in 
this province is crushing trade, and prays 
for the abolition of certain local imposts 
and the reduction of barrier dues to the 
rate prevailing in Chekeang. 

Honest industries have their busy times 
and 60 have the dishonest. Among the 
Chinese, the snappers up of unconsidered 
trifles—and of portable property, too, the 
loss of which may annoy and incon- 
venience the owner—are pushing trade 
with perseverance worthy of a better cause. 














This thievish activity is due to the near 
advent of New Year. At that season the 
native magistrate who should be a terror 
to evil-doers,views leniently the peccadiloes 
of those but for whose little failings his 
occupation would be gone ; and eager to 
give opportunities for the exercise of his 
amiability, his erring children play at hide 
and seek,with their neighbour's property 
with a freedom which it would be harsh to 
restrain too severely. The prisoner’s bonds 
are accordingly slackened, the cumbrous 
wooden collar is Iaid aside, the bamboo 
loses half its bile, and light sentences 
Keep tho cells empty. Altogether the 
‘Mixed Court does little just now, and the 
only recent case worth noting is that of a 
theft of down pipes from foreign premises by 
mawfoos, The Magistrate and the Assessor 
differed as to the gravity of the offe 
the former inclining to view it charit- 
ably, the latter urging the resultant 
damage to property and annoyance to 
householders from such malicious stealing. 
It was finally decided to give one of the 
delinquents 100 blows, while the other, be- 
ing but a youth, got 50 gentle “palmies, 

We have to acknowledge a copy of Bir. 
Stent’s ‘Chinese and English Pocket Dic- 
tionary,” which is printed in convenient 
form for its professed purpose and is well 
got up. Wehope later on to criticise it on 
its intrinsic merits, when we have had more 
time to look through it, Mr. Stent has 
been encouraged to undertake the work by 
the rapid and exhaustive sale of his ‘ Vo- 
cabulary,” which we had pleasure in ro- 
viewing at the time of its publication. In 
the present work, he tells us in the preface, 
instead of disposing the characters in the 
usual order, he has arranged them under 
their proper radicals, alphabetically; which 
he thinks will, on the whole, be found an 
advantage.” 

A Trewrsty correspondent writes that 
the ice broke up on the 23rd, and the river 
off the British Settlement was quite open, 
on the morning of that day. 

Our Haxxow correspondent writes :— 
The annual meeting of Landrenters and 
‘Tax-payers was held on the 30th ; but you 
will doubtless have received the minutes 
ere this, for publication, The leading 
feature was the upset of the retiring Coun- 
cil’s bund scheme, and the adoption of a 
new one. The lighting of the Settlement, 
and the Polico Force, were also subjects 
of discussion, and no doubt the new Coun- 
cil will give attention to these subjects at 
their future meeting. We had a big fire in 
the city on Friday uight last, somewhere 
about 300 houses burnt. Business com- 
pletely collapsed, and will probably remain 
so until after China New Year, Large 
sales of Raw Cotton have been made 
during the fortnight, the market for this 
staple being a great contrast to that for 
Piece Goods. Closing rates are Tis. 9.50 
to Tis, 11.20 per pecul. 

‘The Foocuow Amateurs gave a success- 
ful Dramatic performance on the 4th.—A 
scheme for raising debentures to meet the 
cost of proposed alterations in the Club 
building, is mooted.—No transactions are 
reported in tea, nor has any addition been 
made to the small stocks now on offer. 
‘There are no vessels in port loading tea ; 
buttho following are expected, to complete 





















the season’s export: Priam for London, 
Sarah Nicholson for New York, and Lady 
Belmore for Australia.—There had been 
actually 600 pieces of T.-Cloths and 500 
of Grey Shirtings sold during the week. 

‘The Japan Dollar (or Yen) and the Ame- 
rican Trade Dollar have been declared 
legal tender it the Srrarrs Settlements, — 
The British barque Kusrovie, seized by the 
local authorities at the instigation of the 
Indian Government, for a breach of the 
Indian Passenger Act, has boon sold for 
$3,850. ‘The vessel is stated to be 69 
years old !—At the annual general meet- 
ing of the Sing: pore Chamber of Commerce 
held on the 19th, the following gentlemen 
were elected office-bearers for the ensuing 
year:—W. U, Read, Esq., chairman ; Hon, 
T, Scott, deputy ; H. W, Wood, Exq., J.

‘The Sa1con Chamber of Commerce has 
decided to open asubscription in favour 
of the family of M. Garnier, the chief 
of the expedition to Tonquin, who was 
unfortunately killed at the outset of 
the mission, In taking this initiative, 
and making a general appeal to the 
mereantile men of the Colony, the Cham- 
ber has not only been desirous to assist 
4 family which has been left in a precarious 
state of fortune by the death of its chief, 
but has been also desirous to testify to our 
sympathising Governor, the interest which 
it takes in the result of an enterprise mado 
upon the representations of the mercan- 
tile residents, and whose results promised 
to be so fruitful to the Colony, We doubt 
not that both at Saigon and at Cholon, the 
public will hasten to respond to an appeal 
mado under such circumstances, ‘Tho 
subscriptions aro receivable by the Secro- 
tary of the Chamber of Commerce. ‘The 
Chamber has subscribed 3,000 francs, and 
Admiral Dupré (the Governor) 600 francs. 

A correspondent of the Hongkong Times 
anys the members of the Executive have 
been summoned to discuss the advis- 
ability of a new regulation for the Chinese 
emigration from Macao, From what has 
already oozed out, I presume that the 
now regulation will not sanction any 
contracts, nor will it recognize any agent 
or broker. If the Chinese wish to emi- 
grate to other places they will have to go 
as free passengers, without contract and 
without any obligation whatever, ‘The 
Government will only seo that the ships 
carrying them aro properly ventilated and 
provisioned, and that no one is on bourd 
against his will. It is also rumoured that 
the proposed regulation has only reference 
to the emigration to Singapore and Penang; 
but I see some black clouds in the horizon, 
and I don’t hesitate ‘o say that if the new 
system is adopted in the emigration for 
Cuba and Peru, the coolie trade will be- 
come worse than before. The coolio crimps 
will commit abuses without end or res- 
traint ; what assurance has the Portuguese 
Government that in Peru and Cuba the 
coolies will not be enslaved and compelled 
to. work for 8 to 10 years? The result of 
the meeting will prove whether the Notifi- 
cation of 27th December last prohibiting 
emigration, is a myth or a bona fide mea- 
sure on the part of the Portuguese Govern- 
ment.

OUR CURRENCY. 

Tue monetary question has again turned 
up in Hongkong, in connection with the 
new American Trade dollar. It is pro- 
posed to have two if not three descrip- 
tions of dollars as legal tenders, one 
of which is some one-half per cent or 
thereabouts more valuable than the 
others. From all that can be learned 
of the new American dollar, it is a coin 
possessing many recommendations, It 
is evenly coined, of good standard, and 
sufficiently well struck to render forgery 
difficult. The old Mexican erred egre- 
giously in this last particular; and 
hence, apparently insignificant die-marks 
which remained on it became in the 
eyes of the shroffs of talismanic virtue, 
and according to these marks an artificial 
‘value was placed on the coin. The sizes 
and weights of the Mexican coins were 
seldom even; and the fineness, though 
perhaps better attended to than the 
other particulars, could not be so defi- 
nitely depended on as should have been 
required in anational coinage. On the 
whole, the Mexican fairly served its pur- 
pose, even in the North, In the South, 
where weight rather than number was the 
custom, it was found to answerall purposes. 
"To supplement the Mexican in the South, 
it has been proposed to introduce the Ja- 
panese Yen as well as the American Trade 
dollar. We have on more than one occa- 
sion reviewed the progress of the Mint at 
Osaka, and its coinage. It may be safely 
affirmed that, up to the present date, 
every effort has been made that the coin- 
age issued therefrom shall be inferior to 
none in regularity or execution. It may 
likewise be safely affirmed that, while 
under its present management, ‘it will 
continue: to hold the same position. It 
is not, however, very many years since 
Japanese statesmen were found  tam- 
pering with the old currency of the 
empire, and we really have no guar- 
antee that the present state of affairs 
will be more permanent than the 
old. Many who are well acquainted 
with Japan, hint that the country is on 
the verge of another revolution. We do 
not ourselves believe this; but whether it 
be the truth or not, it would be prema- 
ture to look for a permanently settled go- 
vernment for many years to come. 
Hongkong, it may be remembered, once 
had a mint, and issued dollars of its own. 
For certain indefinable reasons this mint 
had searcely got to work before it was 
determined to close it. Various causes 
made the step extremely inopportune, 
for it transpired that the times were par- 
ticularly favourable for introducing a new 
currency. What Hongkong dropped, the 
Japanese took up, with the result that the 
mint rejected at Hongkong has been kept 
busily at work ever since in Japan. For 
some time silver has been cheap in China, 
and at the present moment it is cheaper 
than ever. Exchange has gone so low 
that silver has been exported in con-i- 
derable quantities ; these circumstances 
would all be in favour of a local mint. 
It is not to be expected that after the 
colony has spent its money on a mint, 
afterwards sold at a great loss to the 
Japanese Government, it will undertake 
to erect another. But as it wants coin, 
it is proposed that silver money 





should be minted in England and sent 
out, and in some points of view this 
would doubtless be the best solution. 
The American trade dollar seems, how- 
ever, to be making its way in public, 
that is, Chinese favour, and the proposed 
coinage would have to contend with it. 
It is alleged that it would be more con- 
venient to export from England than from 
the States, and this may possibly be the 
case; but custom goes’ so far in China 
that it is bad to move it. With the dif- 
ferential values of the Trade and the 
‘Mexican dollars, it seems to be destined 
that one or other must go to the wall ; 
local convenience will probably decide. 
In Shanghai the contest of the dollars 
has not as yet commenced, but a change 
in the South must be more or less ap- 
parent here. At present sycee is cheap ; 
and dollars, as compared with Sycee, are 
below the averagein value. It may be that 
arevulsion will set in, but judging from 
the past we are justified in the prediction 
that low exchanges will prevail for some 
time to come, probably till some definite 
change takes place in the course of trade. 
Foreign trade has exercised so little 
influence on the demand for dollars, 
which seems ruled almost altogether by 
native requirements, that the question 
of the varying rates quoted on the 
market bas ‘scarcely received the atten- 
tion it deserved. Still the irregularities 
to which the market is subjected are at 
times inconvenient to the course of 
foreign trade, and any change which 
would hinder the tendency to place a 
fictitious value on the ordinary coinage 
would be an advantage to all concerned, 
native as well as foreign. Of course the 
true solution would be that the Chinese 
Government should itself undertake the 
reform of the coinage; but that Govern- 
ment would require, at its present rate 
of progress, some centuries before it 
could gain a sufficient amount of con- 
fidence to ensure the success of an 
Imperial currency. 





‘THE PRESS AND THE MANDARINS. 
‘Tue recent discussion in the columns of 
the Shen-pao, arising out of the Yang- 
yeb-lin case and the threatened action 
of the Taotai, afford matter for re- 
flection to all who watch the progress of 
events in China. Firstly, it is matter of 
unmixed congratulation to find that there 
is actually in existence a newspaper 
capable of rousing the people and authori- 
ties into action of any kind. The great 
curse of China has been and is ignorance 
and apathy, and if there is one means 
more than another well calculated to 
dispel these two drags on progress, it is 
an enlightened public Press. Another 
incubus under which the country groans 
could be put down by nosurer hand than 
this same right of free discussion, and 
that is the gross misgovernment of the 
provincial officials. The crying cases of 
oppression which are to be found in 
almost every Peking Gazette would soon 
cease to exist, if the details could be 
made known and the voice of public 
opinion be heard. But while this is so 
far satisfactory, we must at the same 
time admit that we are yet very far from 
anything like a free press in China ; in- 
deed we suspect the local mandarins are 
only just beginning to understand what 
a formidable weapon such a paper as the 





‘Shen-pao may become, and we foresee 
many a hard struggle before they will 
submit to have their high doings dis- 
cussed by the vulgar public. 

The case in questionispretty wellknown 
to our readers, and would no doubt have 
soon passed into oblivion, had it not given 
rise to a discussion which soon lost sight 
of the original subject and passed into a - 
wordy warfare of personal abuse. ‘The 
contest seems to have been a triangular 
sort of duel, in which the combatants 
were certain anonymous correspondents 
signing themselves Fairness, Justice, &c., 
the Cantonese literati (at the head of 
whom is the Che-hsien), and the Can- 
tonese Compradore class. The latter, 
who are spoken of in the correspondence 
as the Hsiang-shan men—that being the 
name of a district in Kwang-tung of 
which many of them are natives—had 
been abused as menials and foreign slaves 
and got rather the worst of it; and the 
Editor of the Shen-pao, in closing the 
discussion to both sides, had a few 
remarks by way of soothing down their 
ruffled tempers, pointing out the high 
position they took as a whole in foreign 
trade, their energy, ability &e., and say- 
ing it would be abappy day for China 
if every Hsien produced such men. But 
these gentlemen refused £0 to be soothed ; 
on the contrary they seem to have inter- 
preted the language as an apology on tho 
art of the Shen-pao, and expressed their 
resolution of still further humiliating 
the offending paper by inflicting condign 
punishment on all concerned therewith. 
‘Phis produced the short but vigorous 
article of 22nd January, a translation of 
which will be found’on another page. 
‘The literati, on their side, were no less 
displeased with the handling they had 
got, and carried their grievance before 
the Taotai, demanding the punishment of 
four natives in the Shen-pao office who, 
they alleged, had been guilty of writing 
about matters with which they had no con- 
cern, spreading falsereports and unsettling 
people's minds, &o. The Tontai com: 
plied so far as to order Ch’en, magistrate 
of the Mixed Court, to have the parties 
arrested. .A happy thought, however, 
seems to have struck him that it would 
be better to consult Mr. Medhurst first, 
and the latter, on being applied to, em- 
phatically put bis veto upon the whole 
proceedings. Nothing more was done, 
and thus the matter stands at present. 

‘The important part of the above story 
to us, and what makes us apprehensive 
for the future, is the fact that the Taotai 
should so readily sanction the arrest of 
the native employés in the Shen-pao 
office. Of what offence had they been 
guilty, even supposing they had been 
the authors of any or all of the articles 
objected to? Judging from a European 
point of view, it seems to us of nothing 
more than what might possibly be 
ground for a civil action for slander. 
Yet it is likely that only the timely in- 
tervention of H. M. Consul saved these 
unfortunates from a two or three months 
cangue, possibly from being handed over 
to the tender mercies of the Che-Hsien 
himself. Thisintervention has fortunately 
been successful, thanks to the good sense 
or the party feeling of the Taotai, but 
we can scarcely hope that every case 
will be so easily settled. Supposing the 
‘Taotai had been himself the one whose 
actions were impugned, instead of the

Che Hsien, or for any other reason had 
chosen to be obstinate, would the matter 
have been allowed to rest here? From 
what we know of the charatter of the 
Mandarins, there is nothing they are 
more jealous of than ifiterferenee by the 
people in their public actions, and they 
are not slow to stigmatize such conduct 
as disloyalty, sedition, &., and endea- 
vour to put it down Accordingly. We 
all know what difficulties the press 
has had to contend with, under 
rulers much more enlightened than our 
Tocal officials, and it is not in the nature 
of things that these should acquiesce 
without a struggle. The presence of a 
foreign clement over which they have 
no control must very much embarrass 
their action; and we may be sure that, if'a 
trial of strength were taking place, they 
would do their best to lay hold of the 
native assistants, How far these last 
might with reason be protected against 
their own Courts, is a question which 
would be interesting to discuss, but 
which space does not at present permit 
us to enter on, Meantime we wish all 
‘success to our contemporary, the pioneer 
wo trust of a new era in China, 





DISHONESTY IN CHINA. 
Ove of the worst blemishes on the face 
of Chinese social life is the existence 
of an organized system of thieving. In 
Europe we have our dangerous or crimi- 
nal classes, and startling revelations are 
constantly made as to their activity, dis 
cipline and mode of proceeding; but since 
the days of Jonathan Wild we have never 
had an organized system of collusion be- 
tween the thief and the thief taker. The 
police in England are not perhaps the most 
vigorous constabulary in existence, but 
they are trustworthy, They are selected 
from theagricultural classes, andare gener- 
ally models of sobriety and temper. ‘That 
they have any occult correspondence 
with the criminals whose practices they 
are paid to suppress, no one believes. In 
China, however, a system prevails which 
closely resembles that in Greece. The 
official underlings are really in commu- 
nication with the thieves, and sometimes 
even the officials themselves undoubtedly 
profit by the collusion, If we take up any 
stray trenslations of the Peking Gazettes, 
‘we are struck with a number of instances 
in which it is as clear asnoonday that the 
most perfect understanding exists be- 
tween the authorities and the criminals. 
Take the following specimen case, culled 
almost at random, in looking over an 
old file of Gazettes, It is characteristic 
as giving a glimpse of the interior of 
magistrate’s office, with its complicated 
machinery of corruption in full work, 
which could hardly be matched in the 
Spain of Gil Blas, “Jui-chang, Presi- 
dent of the Board of Punishments, 
reports the trial of the Chechow Yamén 
clerks, charged with having bribed a Cen- 
sor to falsely accuse the local magistrate 
of extortion. Some time ago Censor 
Ichang forwarded a memorial to the 
‘Throne, charging Sung Péng-show, ma- 
gistrate of Che-chow in the metropolitan 
prefecture, with extortion, etc. ‘The case 
was handed over to Li Hung-chang for 
investigation. Meanwhile, however, a 
memorial was received from the metro- 
politan prefect giving the magistrate’s 
aide of the story. His statement was 




















that the clerks of the Revenue Depart- 
ment, being in arrears with their ac- 
counts, he bad taken sharp measures to 
make ‘them pay up, and had thereby 


aroused their animosity. Just at that |. 


time it was rumoured that there was to 
be a change of magistrates, and, seizing 
the opportunity thus offered, they bribed 
Censor Ichang to accuse him of avarice 
and so forth to the Throne. The Board 
of Punishments finds the magistrate’s 
statement substantially correct. One of 
the clerks has confessed the whole. He 
says that, in order to avoid the pay- 
ment of arrears, they got up this tale 
about the magistrate’s extortion. Two 
of their number were deputed to go to 
Peking to arrange matters. There 
they sought out an old acquaintance, 
named Wang Yang-chen, who said 
that the plot could be carried out 
if they were willing to pay about Ts. 
300—£100. ‘The accusation against the 
magistrate was drawn up, and a tax 
levied on carts, horses &<., in order to 
raise the necessary funds. Wang Yang- 
chen then got Chen Chi-tang to bribe 
censor Ichang to lay the accusation 
before the Throne. Chen Chi-tang made 
the proposal to Ichang through Cheuen 
Weishsi, a clerk in the Censorate; the 
agreement being that Chen Chi-tang 
should have Taels 50, Wang Yang-chen 
and Liu San-yuen Taels 50 each, and 
the remaining Taels 150 be divided 
between the Censorate clerk and Ichang. 
When first examined, Ichang stoutly 
denied the charge of bribery,. maintain- 
ing that be had merely done what it was 
his duty as Censor to do viz. reported 
to the Throne an alleged onse of official 
extortion. But after the Censorate 
clerk turned king’s evidence, Ichang con- 
fessed having received Tis. 78.” 

‘The reason of the continuance of the 
state of affairs which this case illustrates, 
is the prevalent belief that a man who is 
once a thief is ever afterwards a thief. 
It is the current beliefamongst the peo- 
ple that those who have once stolen, and 
have shared the plunder with the thief- 
catchers, will never lead honest lives 
again—probably a true conclusion based 
on a wrong premiss. There is, in the 
first place, a total absence ia China of 
any wish to rehabilitate a man or to give 
him a second chance ; and in the second 
the sense of easy acquisition must be so 
congenial to the Mongol mind, that man 
woman or child who has once lost 
caste so far as to beg or steal, will never 
again care to strive, by work, for an end 
which can be equally well gained 
in idleness. Once a always 
a beggar, is a common creed in China ; 
and once a thief always a thief is proba- 
bly equally true. But this only applies 
to thieving in the professional sense, 
The bribery disclosed in the case we 
have quoted above from the Gazette, 
differs little in classification, but implies 
more deep-rooted national immorality. 
Until we reach the millennium, or attain 
to the condition of the Vrilya, there will 
probably be always some idle men inclined 
to steal the accumulations of the indus- 
trious. But the system of peculation which 
runs though the whole of Chinese official 
and social life, implies a low moral 
standard supplying one of the most 
forcible contradictions to the national 
claim to high civilisation. In China, pecu- 
lation is a common and recognised prac- 





tice, whereas the officials of the most 
advanced European countries are as free 
from suspicion of bribery, as the judges 
are of inclination to torture, 








KINDNESS TO ANIMALS, 

Tris a satisfactory sign that men are 
considering their’ duties to the lower 
animals more carefully than they used 
to do. The existence of an organised 
Society for the prevention of cruelty to 
animals is one of the first proofs and re- 
sults of this feeling. The agitation 
which has taken place in England on the 
subject of the Chase is the result of a 
humane instinct, and the establishment 
of homes for stray dogs indicates that 
the sufferings of brutes are regarded 
with some degree of compassion by the 
present generation. Mr Leckie, in his 
history of European Morals, has provided 
a number of curious and valuable illus- 
trations, showing the estimation in which 
dumb animals were held in the ancient 
world and in medimval Europe ; and it is 
satisfactory to find that we are working 
back, in this respect, towards the per- 
fection of our ancestors, 

We are naturally disposed to stigmatise 
the natives of this country as cruel. 
Every one has a pet anecdote of a China 
man nailing a living rat toa piece of 
board and setting fire to it. The way 
in which pigs are carried in the streets 
is certainly very barbarous ; but for all 
this the people are not so inhuman as they 
are pictured. There are influences at 
work in China which have the effect of 
alleviating to a considerable extent the 
pains and penalties to which the brute 
creation would be otherwise subjected, 
‘The doctrines uf Buddhism are partiou- 
larly conducive to this kindly and bene- 
yolent result, Every one knows that 
this creed attaches a ‘peculiar regard to 
life. It holds certain animals sacred; and 
one distinctive mark of the system, tho 
practice of vows, is favourable tothe cause 
of merey. It is by no means an uncom- 
mon thing for a Chinaman to register an 
oath that he will not take the life of a 
specified animal ; or on other occasions 
to swear that he will keep a cer- 
tain animal alive and“not allow the term 
of it natural existence to be shortened 
so long as he can afford to maintain it. 
We do not aver that the man or woman 
making this oath is actuated by humane 
views absolutely, as they generally re- 
gard the vow as a means by which they 
shall gain some temporal and desired 
blessing—wealth, long life, children or 
the like. The mative, however, does not 
affect the animal, though it affect the per- 
son who vows; and a vast deal of suffering 
is warded off from the brute creation by 
these customs, superstitious though they 
be, ‘The most noteworthy fact in this con- 
nection is the guilt attached to the 
slaying of the buffalo. Most ofus have 
shuddered at the pictures of horrid 
tortures that characterize representations 
of the various chambers in the Buddhist 
Hell. The imagination of Dante and the 
pencil of Doré can scarcely rival the 
horrors of these infernal scenes. But 
looking at them, it is odd to be reminded 
that many of the most ghastly punish- 
ments are the lot of eaters of beef! These, 
according to the best observer of Chinese 
customs, “are tossed upon the tree of 
knives, thrown upon the hill of swords, 
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Pound upon red-hot iron posts.” With 
these formidable deterrents before him, 
no wonder a Chinaman hesitates to 
slaughter the buffalo. He does slaughter 
him of course, as he smokes opium and 
reads novels in spite of mandarin pro- 
clamations ; but the Buddhist law, chim- 
ing in with his own interest, makes him 
merciful to his beast. The conclusion 
forced upon us is that the results which 
are produced by the most advanced 
Western philanthropy are also brought 
about by the influence of Buddhistic 
teaching, We are just waking up to the 
fact that in our relations to the brutes 
we are often thoughtless and often cruel. 
The feeling that we have inflicted un- 
necessary pain is very sad one, and the 
appeal of the dumb, and feeble, and help- 
Jess is an appeal to which humanity 
should always be disposed to lend an ear. 
It may, however, check our self-glorifica- 
tion to find that good ends are accom- 
plished in a barbarous country by other 
means, and that the feeling that it is a 
lowering thing to ill-treat a beast or a 
bird existed in the minds of Buddhist 
priests and their disciples, centuries be- 
fore Wordsworth wrote the Hart Well 
Lenp or Mr. Freeman denounced the 
cruelty of the Fox Hunter in the pages 
of the Fortnightly Review. 
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PEKING. 


‘Tho river, having from ono to two feet of 
water with & gravelly ed, which 
through this city close by the British 
Logation, hay threo bridges actos 
the reach before the Legation. When 
standing on the bridge called Pei Yu-kiaou, 
ying a couple of hundred yards north of 
the Legation, we can seo part of the 
stern hills, distant some forty le. ‘This 
-sight is tho only one which gratifies the 
eye, #0 faras 1 hive yet observed, when 
walking through the streets of Peking, 
In the part of the city inhabited by the 
Manchow population, with the exception 
of the Legation buildings, all is decay, 
ruin, and desolation, both’as regards the 
buildings of the inhabitants and more es- 
pecially the public buildings, of which, in 
tho northern part of the city, there ‘are 
fa great number ; and poverty, misery and 
filth prevail as ‘regards the mass of the 
population, Asan example of the police 
arrangements of the metropolis of China, 
within a stone’s throw of the wall of the 
Imperial grounds, I may mention that, 
on taking my evening stroll some days 
back, in the streets in the neighbor- 
hood of the Legations, I saw the body 
of a Chinese lying in the contre of the pub- 
lic thoroughfare which runs east and 
west across the above-named bridge. I 
learnt from some people in the neighbor- 
* hood, that the man had been killed about 
noon’ that day, by a cart running over 
him or against him. ‘The body lay in the 
same position in which I first saw it, for 
five and a half days ; and was not touched 
till, at the end of that period, a man- 
darin came to make a post-mortem exami- 
nation ; of which operation I happened to 
bbe witness, as I came up just at the time in 
my walk.’ ‘The body after that was merely 
put into a coffin, and the coffin allowed to 
romain in the middle of the street, where 
it lies at the present moment ; and will 
probably do so till somo wealthy people of 
the neighborhood remove it, as being a 
nuisance. The street in question, I must 
state, is one of the chief thoroughfares 
leading to the yamuns of the Six Boards, 
five of which are situated about a third 
of a mile from the spot where the corpse 


























lies. The executive of the Shanghai Muni- 
cipal Council would hardly allow a corpse 
to lie on the middle of the Bund, as many 
minutes as this one has lain days. ‘These 
are the things which show what an im- 
mense difference exists between the 
civilization of the Orientals and the Occi- 
dentals. 

Six evenings ago, I took a walk to the 
Imperial Observatory; some six years back 
T visited the place and saw all over it and 
everything in it. This time, on reaching 
the lower building and asking the people 
in charge to permit me to ascend to the 
upper part, where the more modern in- 
struments are placed, they replied that 
they could not allow me to do so unless 
I had an order of admission from the 
‘Tsung-le Yamun, I then said that 1 had 
formerly seen the upper part without 
any objection being made ; if, however, any 
fee was now required, I would pay it with 
pleasure. Two of the men then asked me 
to step inside the gate-house, which leads to 
theupperpartof the Observatory ;and when 
there, one of them pointed to a notice, 
of which I later had a copy taken, dated 
10th day of the 8th moon of current Chi- 
nese year (our 1st October, 1873.) Thi 

yurports to inform the foreign public that 
Brivoe ‘Tun (the fifth son of the Emperor 
Troukwang and uncle of His Majesty 
Tungehe), in charge of the Observatory, 
had reported to Prince Kung that six 
Americans, three men and three women, 
had visited it, and while there had broken 
some of the astronomical instruments ; 
and the Tsung-le Yamen having then a 
dressed the American Minister respecting 
their acts, the latter had sent a reply that, 
after, on foreigners presenting th 
selves at the Observatory, the officers in 
charge should not allow them to view the 
instruments. ‘The notice is, therefore, 
posted up for the information and guidance 
of all foreigners. 

‘The result of this reputed act of vandalism 
consequently is, that the foreign public are 
now practically prevented from viewing the 
astronomical instruments, &c., &c., of the 
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“eking, and quite accessible to al 
to the Capital to see its “lions.” I can- 
not help thinking, however, that there must 
be some mistake or misunderstanding. 
No one, certainly, would wilfully commit 
the damage alleged. 

The weather still continues ‘remarkably 
mild for this time of the year, and as we 
are now close on the end of January we 
cannot have any severely cold weather 
this winter. On the 4th February, ac- 
cording to the Chinese reckoning, spring 
commences. The Imperial Almanack has 
been issued to the public for more than a 
month past.—Beyond hearing that Dr. 
Williams, the United States Chargé 
@ Affaires, has informed the Tsungle Yaman 
officially that there will be a Grand Exhi- 
bition in America.in 1874, I know of no 
diplomatic news 

‘The following extracts from the Peking 
Gazettes, give the only news contained in 
them that havo any interest for the 
foreign world, 

In the Gazette of the 14th instant 
¢, President of the Board of 
‘Works and one of the chiefs of the Tsungle 
yamun, had requested His Majesty to 
grant him ten days additional leave of 
absence from official business, As this 
period will include the day when the 
chiefs of the Tsungle yamun call at the 
Russian Legation to congratulate them on 
their New-year, President Maou-chang-he 
will not be amongst the members who will 
do so. 

In the Gazette of the 15th instant it is 
stated that His Majesty and the Princes 
Tun, Kung, Chun, and Fuh—all uncles of 
the Emperor—will (one at each temple) at 
the temples Ta-kaou-teew, Sze-yung-kung, 
Chaou-heen-maow, Seuen-jin-meaou, and 
the Ning-ko-meaou, again offer up their 









































prayers, on the 16th instant, and burn 
incense to Heaven, for snow to fall to bene- 
fit the agriculture of the north of Chin: 

Tn the same Gazette the Board of Ma- 
gistracy requests His Majesty to appoint 
officers to examine strictly the expectant 
officers residing at the capital. His Ma- 
jesty thereupon appoints Tungseun, 

esident of the Board of Finance, 
Chung-how, Vice-President of the Board of 
War, also ‘both members of the Tstngle 
yamun, and five other high officials, to 
perform the duty. 

In the Gazette of the same day there is 
a Memorial from the members of tho 
Privy Couneil—his Highness Prince Kung 
and four other high ofticers—regarding 
the case of the degraded Kansuh General, 
Chingluh. The Privy Council first go 
into a long detailed account respecting tho 
previous public service of Chingluh, in 
which he had been severely wounded four 
times; and secondly bring forward state- 
ments shewing that the people of Kaoutae 
in Kansuh, where the event took place in 
regard to which Censor Woo Kotoo had 
bronght the charge against Chingluh, were 
in a state of rebellion; and that in order 
to preserve the authority of the Emperor 
in that region, Chingluh was constrained 
to take the steps which he had adopted 
and carried out against the disaffected part 
of the population. 

“On the following day appears an Edict 
announcing the result of the investigation of 
the Censors, the Chiefs of the Six Boards, 
and of the Nine King, on the case, and His 
Majesty's decision :’ That Chingluh be 
kept in prison to wait His Majesty’s com- 
mand as to his execution ;” that the Censor 
Woo Ko-too, for having brought forward 
the charge against Chingluh when he had 
no reliable evidence to produce, be de- 
graded threo steps, and after that be ro- 
moved from the list of Censors, and em- 
ployed elsewhere. 

The Gazette of the 17th contains a mo- 
morial from “Censor Woo Ko-too, calling 
upon His Majesty to execute Chingluh in 
order to hush the cries of the population 
of Kansuh for justice; and offering 
to give up his own life after Ching- 
luh’s execution, to appease his manes. 
Woo appeals to precedents to be found in 
the ancient and modern history of China, 
to shew that His Majesty should not spare 
the life of Chingluh after what took place at 
Kaoutae. This memorial, we must supposo, 
was presented to the Emperor before he had 
issued the Edict which appeared on the 
16th instant ; as after Woo had been de- 
graded and ceased to be a Censor he could 
not have addressed the Throne. The 
charge brought by the Censor, was with- 
out doubt most grave one, and re- 




















| quired instant action on the part of the 


Central Government ; but after a perusal 
of all the documents on the subject which 
have appeared in the Gazettes, since Jest 
June, I have come to the opinion that 
Ching-luh considered he was acting against 
people who wore enemies of government 
and in open rebellion against the Emperor ; 
and although it is quite probable, from 
what we know of Chinese soldiers, that 
they committed terrible excesses on the 
inhabitants generally, and that many in- 
nocent men, women and children lost 
their lives on the occasion—n frequent 
oceurrence even in other countries at auch 
times, and when civil law has ceased to 
exist—still General Ching-luh could not 
in the eyes of the Central Government be 
considered to deserve death for what 
occurred while he was in the act of 
yutting down rebels ur, to speak different- 
Ff, people who wees favoring the Mahome- 
dian rebels in arms against the Government 
I think therefore that the Government have 
come to aright decision by sparing his life. 
Of course it is quite possible to make further 
enquiries into the affair on the pot, by 
appointing a special commission for the 
purpose, Should the previous accusations 
be found wanting in authentic evi- 
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dence, the Central Government cannot be 
charged with having taken the life of an 
innocent man for acts which took place 
beyond his control while he was perform- 
ing his duty. Should the accusations be 
found correct, he exists to answer for them 
according to the laws of his country. 

In the Gazette of the 18th instant we 
find that the great Chinese statesman Wan- 
seang has requested an extension of ten 
days further leave of absence from official 
business, It is well known to foreigners 
that Wanseang is really suffering from seri- 
ous ill-health—the effect, he states, of his 
close application, for many years past, to 
his arduous public duties, but more espe- 
cially to the earnest consideration which 
he has been compelled to give for many 
hours daily to the foreign affairs of China 
during the last five years, Shin-kwei-fun 
President of the Board of War, a mem- 
ber of the Privy Council and of the 
‘Tsungle Yamen, an able statesman and 
as such highly esteemed by the Court, now 
however relieves Wanseang of much of 
his work, While Wanseang was lately 
absent in Manchuria, his duties at the 
‘Teungle Yamun were attended to and per- 
formed by Shin-kwei-fun, and Chunghow, 
‘Vico-Prosident.of the Board of War.

(2) The Imperial Travelling Department 
having petitioned for arrears of rent and 
interest on money lent to the Salt Depart- 
ment, now due for some years, Li Hung- 
chang is ordered to stir up the provincial 
‘Treasurer and Salt Superintendent, and see 
that everything is paid up by the time 
business is resumed after the New-year. 

(8, 4) Memorials from Governor of Che- 
kiang, reporting on two new arrivals after 
their’ year’s probation; and asking a 
month's leave of absence for Seu Chih- 

ng, the chief examiner, in order to visit, 
his family.—Reseript:: Granted. 

(6) From the same, reporting the trial 
and conviction of a desperate criminal, in 
Fung-hwa-hsien, who had attempted to 
break out of prison and had killed one of 
the jailors and wounded another and a 
fellow prisoner, in the attempt. He has 
been sentenced to ly decapitation, a 
confirmation of which is requested. The 
fellow prisoner who was wounded may

He had reached 
the spot on the 25th of the 9th moon, and, 
selecting a lucky day, he performed the 
proper ceremony prescribed to him, with all

(3) From Wang Ta-ching, the new Crimi- 
nal Judge of Hu-peh, formerly Grain Taotai 
at Nanking, reporting his arrival at his yew 
post.—Rescript : Noted, 

(4 & 5) From Viceroy of the two Kiang, 
nominating a magistrate to Nan-hwei, left 
vacant by the transfer of Yeh to Shanghai, 
and asking for 20 days leave of absonco for 
a little relaxation on account of ill-health, 
—Reseript: Granted, 

Jan, 8th.—(1) Edict referring an appeal 
case from Moukden to the high authorities 
there, for determination, 

(2) Memorial from Tushinga, the C 
mander-in-Chief at Moukden, nsking leave 
on behalf of a Captain named ‘lsinglai to 
retire on account of heart complaint, and 
proposing Tokolunga for the acting vacanoy. 
=Reseript: Granted, Let the Board of 
War take note, 

(3) From thesame, reporting, in obedience 
to instructions, on the advisability of 
relaxing the present prohibition on the 
export of certain kinds of grain from Sheng- 
king (Moukden.) ‘The prohibition wa 
posed in the 7th moon of the present year, 
on accaunt of the apprehended scarcity 
from bad harvests, A memorial had been 
presented from the Censorate, alleging on 
the one hand that the anticipated scarcity 
had proved to be unfounded, and on the 
other hand that there was areal scarcity in 
Chihli and Shantung provinces, which de- 
pend toa great extent on Shengking for 
supplies, and pointing out that the removal 
of the prohibition would prove beneficial 
both to the sellers and buyers. The sub- 
ject was by decred submitted to the present 
imemorialist, who states what measures he 
has taken to ascortain what surplus supplies 
of rico and millet there really are available 
for exportation, and that he will again re- 
port when in possession of the facts.—Re- 
script : Noted. 

Jan, 9th.—(1) A monthly Edict of 
changes in the Civil Service. 

(2) Memorial from the Censorate on the 
appealcase of Li Kwang-hsiang. Appellant 
slates that he is anative of Fou-ming-hsien 
in Kiangsoo, that so far back as the 7th 
year of last'reign he had been subjected 
to attacks by a band of habitual robbers— 
brothers of the name of Ma, that he had 
repeatedly sought redress at the yamens 
of the Magistrate and Profect without 
effect, his enemies being in collusion with 
two clerks in the District Office ; that some 
time after he took occasion, when several 
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of the gang were arrested for piracy, to 
renew his complaint, but this only brought 
‘on himself the vengeance of the rest who, 
with masks on their faces, attacked his 
house by night, seized him, scooped out 
his eyes, and plundered the house of 
everything.

Plaintiff states 
that he is a native of Téng-féng-h 
in Honan. His father, who had held 
the post of sub-prefect in several places, 
during a period of retirement for mourning 
had been induced by one Fan Ti-la to be- 
‘come bail for the wife and relatives of a 
defaulter named Chfang Lien-yuen. The 
bail had been forfeited and his father had 
to pay, aud his attempt to recover against 
Fan Ti-la had caused much strife. Another 
party named Wén Pao-an, who had had « 
quarrel with his father, now made common 
cause with Fan ‘fi-la. ' These two, calling 
to,their aid several ruffians, fell upon his 
father and inflicted such wounds that he 
died, At the inquest which followed, the 

farties so managed to throw dust in the 

fagistrate’s eyes that the chief criminal, 
Wén Pao-an, was not even summoned for 
examination. Fan Ti-la unreservedly ad- 
mitted hare in the murder, but before 
the cago went to a higher Court, where he 
might have given evidence against Wén 
Pao-an, he was made away with. Plaintiff 
had carried his case to the other provincial 
‘courts without success. —Rescript ordering 
the usual investigation has already ap- 
peared. 

(4) ‘Tho Governor of Honan reports 
according to regulation upon a newly ar- 
rived officer of the rank of Prefect. 

‘An enclosure states that he has directed 
certain magistrates who had recently been 
assisting at the examinations for the 2nd

chen, Governor of Shantung, reporting the 
successful steps he has from time to time

of the people and partly to the disasters 
from the floods of the Yellow river.

in the evening, at a time when he knew she 
thinking to persuade her to sub- 
mit to his passion, but that as she called 
ont loudly for help he had killed her to 
save himself from detection, Upon being 
again examined he denied this entirely, 

stated that, being a distant relation of 
the woman, he had found her and another 
man named Chang San committing adultery, 
and had killed her in a moment of virtu- 
o mation, There being no wit 
nesses, it was impossible to tell which story 
was true, ‘The magistrate at this juncture 
had been obliged to go away on busiress, 
and the prisoner becawe very ill. He was 
consequently removed by the warden of 
the prison to the outer wards, where, taking 
advantage of a moment of liberty, he cut 
his breast open with a piece of an old 
brass gong and died. The present inquiry 
has shown the prisoner’s first confession to 
becorrect. No blame can be attached to the 
magistrate, except for negligence, so that 
his rank may be restored to him, with the 
usual disciplinary penalties imposed ; but 
the wardens of the jail must be punished 
according to law. ‘The memorialist also 
prays that H, M. will be pleased to bestow 
some mark of favour in commemoration of 
the virtue of the woman Li—Reseript :

In 
Gazette of Jan\7th, an Edict appeared re- 
ferring the case to a new Court of Inquiry 
consisting of nearly all the Ohiefs in tho 
Capital. ‘The first Court was composed of 
the members of the Grand Council and 
Chiefs of the Board of Punishment, and 
they reported (the report happens to appear 
in to-day’s Gazette] that there was no 
statute to. meet the particular case, but by 
analogy the penalty should be instant de- 
capitation ; but as Ch‘eng-lu had acted on 
the information of others, they left it to 
His Majesty to say whether the decapita- 

n should not be postponed for the pre- 
ent. ‘Thereupon the Censor Wu-ko-too 
memorialised for his instant decapitation, 
and the case was referred, as we said, to the 
New Court. ‘Their Report is the occasion 
of the present Edict, and they agreo with 
the Grand Council.” The sentence then 
seems to bey guilty but recommended to 
mercy. His Majesty accordingly orders 
that he be detained in prison till His fur- 
ther pleasure. (Onder this he may be 
executed at any of the ordinary autumn 
executions, or kept in prison indefiitely.) 
‘The Ceusor Wu-ko-tuo is degraded three 
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Steps, and removed from the Censorate, for 
having endeavoured to obtrude his private 
‘views on the Government, 

(8) Terhchinga is promoted to a Ist 
button. rank and to be commander in Tur- 
pahatai, 

(4) A proposal of the Governor of Shan- 
tung to embank certain portions of the 
Yellow River is referred to the Board of 
Revenue, 

(6) Memorial from Prince Kung and the 
‘Members of the Grand Council. This is 
the Report alluded to above, in the case of 
Gh’eng-lu, It oceupies this and the follow- 
ing Gazette. They begin by giving the 
examination of Ch‘eng-lu himself, irom 
which it appears that his defence is that ho 
acted upon the information of the Hsien 
and Taotai of the district, and believed 
that the inhabitants of Kao-tai had really 
raised the standard of revolt, ‘The difi- 
culty began while the Mahomedan rebellion 
was raging, and many districts were sus- 
pected of being disaffected, He was left 
Without supplies, and requisitioned the 
district of Kaotai for the support of his 
army. ‘They refused, and resisted his offi- 
cers, and it was alleged that an encounter 
had’ taken place, and two of his soldiers 
boon shot, ‘he civil authorities reported 
their inability to keep order, appeals for 
aid came from several quarters against the 
so-called insurgents, and thereupon he de 
patched the detachments who commit 
ted the atrocities charged against him, 
He was then categorically examined as 
to the specific charges made against him 
by Wu Ko-too, most of which are denied. 
‘The Council then discuss the evidence on 
the other side, and remark that the ques- 
tion hinges simply upon whether the peo- 
ple of Kao-tai really meant to revolt or 
were merely resisting a requisition, and 
they think there is not sufficient evidence 
of the former. Unfortunately both the 
Taotai and Hsien, on whose reports 
Chéeng-lu said he acted, are dead, 
and the reports themselves are not 
forthcoming; but at any rate Ch‘eng- 
lu is guilty in not having taken care 
to inform himself more correctly of the 
facts before resorting to such extreme 
measures, By the laws of China, whoever 
falsely alleges against others that they have 
turned rebels, and thereby causes. their 
death, is liable to instant execution ; and by 
analogy they think the punishment here 
should be the same, but they submit to His 
‘Majesty whether under the circumstances 
there may not be some mitigation,—For 
the Bdict see Janunay 7th. 

January 16th,—( and 2), Edicts re- 
ferring two appeal cases to. the respective 
Provincial Authorities for determination,

INLAND TAXATION, 


MEMORIAL BY CHINESE MERCHANTS OF 
SHANGHAT 0 THE ‘TA01 

In view of the great depression of trade 
in Shanghai, ‘ascribed to the heavy and 
multiplied system of taxation existing, the 
representatives of each trade collectively 
petitioned the Tautai and other authori- 
ties concerned on the 13th of this moon, 
and fearing the subject should not gain 
publicity far and near, they therefore pub- 
lish the petition in the Shunpau. 

“A General Petition from the Merchants 
of Shanghai, Whereas .the heaviness of 
Likin dues has led to the stoppage of 
trade, your petitioners pray for their reduc: 
tion, that the present deplorable position 
of merchants may be mitigated and busi- 
ness be thereby revived. 

‘We would humbly advanco that the in- 
torest of commerce and the welfare of 
merchants are vitally connected with the 
subject in question. From the winter of 
last year to the present time, no less than 
fifty to sixty merchants have succumbed 
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to the circumstances of the time, th® 
total amount failed for reaching the aggre- 
gate of Tis, 2,000,000. Many of these 
failures have been settled privately, but 
the suits arising therefrom have been so 
continual as to form suilicient official 
proof of the facts set forward. An inves- 
tigation into the course of this widespread 
adversity, proves it to be owing to the 
multiplicity. of Tax barriers and to the 
heaviness of the dues collected. During 
the time of the Rebellion, Likin barriers, 
cash shop and house taxes, import and 
export duties, market dues, bont and 
timber dues were all successively estab- 
lished. ‘Tho revenue thus collected was ex- 
acted from the life-capital of merchants. 
‘The merchants continued to struggle 
against adversity until, the “creek being 
arained and the hill removed,” they were 
at length brought toa stand,’ The autho- 
rities were afterwards good enough to 
abolish cash shop, house and market taxes, 
including them in the Likin tax; and sub: 
sequently Tseng-kwo-fan further lessened 
the Likin in order to relieve merchants. 
But the alleviation thus afforded amounted 
only to 30%, and has proved inadequate to 
relieve the heavy weight on trade. Goods 
coming from the sea are subject to Import 
dues, merchandise arriving from the in- 
terior pays Li-kin ab the Barriers en route, 
and when reaching Shanghai the ‘ Loh-ti- 


chuan” 4A {26 J is further levied. 
Again, when re-shipped, those sent by sen. 
have to pay Export dues, and those sont to 
the interior are subject to Barrier dues. 
1n comparing the total of collection with 
the value of the goods it amounts to 
2008 

In formor times, when goods arrived, if 
there was a market for them, they were 
sold ;if unsaleable they were sent to another 
market, or from thence perhaps re-imported 
into Shanghai. ‘The expenses wero very 
small, and merchants therefore gladly 
repaired to Shanghai. At present, when 
goods have once entered the town they 
cannot again leave it, and after they quit 
the place they cannot return, simply on ac- 
count of the Loh-ti-chuan, 

We beg to represent that at other Ports, 
although there ‘are Tax Barriers, the Loh 
ti-chuan” impost does not exist, and Shang- 
hai alone is exceptional in ‘the matter. 
Moreover, in the Provinco of Chekiang, 
the law in regard to lovying dues is that, if 
the Li-kin is paid at one Barrier, the receipt 
then issned carries the goods to all parts 
of the Province ; but in Kiangsoo dues have 
to be paid at each alternate Barrier ; as for 
instance on the route to Soochow, where 
dues have to be paid at three stations and to 
be viséd at tivo alternate ones. Owing to 
this great differonce against Shanghai, mer- 
chants—who assemble only where profit is 
to be yained—view the Port with fear and 
distrust, In ejection they leave the 
place to seek a living elsewhere, and it is 
thus that the outlets to trade become 
gradually closed and the demand for mer- 
chandise extremely limited, ‘these cir- 
cumstances are much to be deplored. It 
is not that we shut our eyes to the neces- 
sary requisitions of Government ; and in 
support of this, we have merely to revert 
to the manner in which Shanghai responded 
recently to the critical call for food and 
clothes for the North—appearing at the 
head of the list—but, in our present re~ 
duced state we cannot but seek after means 
to revive from the present distress, We 
therefore pray for special favor at this 
crisis. 

It has, moreover, to be taken into con- 
sideration that with the increased circula- 
tion of goods the public exchequer benefits 
equally with the merchant. If Kiangsoo 
should be placed on the same footing 
as Chekiang, duties would thereby be 
lightened and there would be every pros- 
pect of a revival in the Shanghai trade, 
In the other alternative it is to be feared 
that we shall daily sink lower aud lower. 



































With the great results at stake we can- 
not remain silent, and we have to beg that 
his Excellency the Taotai will represent 
the matter to the Governor-General, the 
Footai, and to Earl Li Hung-chang. ‘Our 
prayer is that the state of trade at Shang- 
hai having reached a crisis, from which 
under the existing regime it will be dif- 
fieult to recover, the ‘“Loh-te-chuan” 
tax be at once abolished, and the Barrier 
levies outside be placed on the same fool- 
ing as in Chekiang, 


Public Meetings. 


‘THE MUI-10-LOONGS. 


A meeting of the Mih-ho-loong Rifle 
Company wae held on Monday. Captain 
Rice occupied the chair, and there were 
about twenty members present. 

The Cuainuan said the object of the 
meeting was to bring up the question of 
Drill. “Last year when the Rules were 
drawn up, one was included bearing very 
stringently on attendance at drill, but wn 
fortunately or fortunately it was not carried 
out by the committee, During the first six 
months however the Company drilled fairly, 
but during the last six the attondance had 
been very bad, and at the parade the other 
day only 25 out of 50 turned out, though 
he saw some active members among the 
spectators, Under these circumstances it 
became a question whether they should 
keep up the military organisation or not. 
‘The list of members lately made up gave 
about 45 on whom they could count—the 
limit was 60, but the incessant changes 
consequent on residence in Shanghai kept it 
down considerably below the comple- 
ment. What he had now to submit to 
the meeting, was a proposal from Captain 
Whyte of H. M.S. Cadmus, who kindly 
offered to allow a sergeant, up in the new 
drill, to yive the Company the benefit of 
professional instruction twice a week, Tt 
‘vas proposed that members should pledge 
themselves to turn out on those occasions 
or pay afine, As a Company they should 
cithey driller disband. (Applause) 

‘Aftor a fow gonoral remanrka reyarding’a 
scheme which set forth the offer made by 
Captain Whyte, in which members were 
asked to pledge themselves to take ndvan- 
tage of it in the meantime to the extent of 
ten drills, or submit to a fine of $1 for 
absence from ench ; 

Mr. Groom said the difficulty hitherto 
had been to get aman to teach the new 
drill, and to get the Company to drill 
together. Some said, why should thoy 
turn out with men who did not know 
anything of dvill? By taking advantago 
of the opportunity made by Captain Whyto 
and all attending the ten drills suggested, 
the Company would become eficient, while 
any who neglected to do this should be 
eliminated from its ravks. ‘Lhe ie had 
now come to do either one thing or 
another, to attain some degree of effi- 
ciency ‘or to disband. At _ present 
it was a farce, scarcely half the men 
turning out; but they had 40 to 45 on 
their roll who might be reckoned on 
with the opportunity which now offered, 
and if the Company worked as it should 
they might do creditably, Otherwise ho 
yoted that they should disband and each 
individually make his own arrangement as 
to military duty. 

The Cuarrman said, with regard to the 
old rule fixing penalties for non-attendance 
at drill, perhaps the Committee had been 
a little lax, but they all knew how difficult 
it was to enforce discipline with volunteers, 
‘Lately there had been four drills, and not 
only that but very bad attendance. 

Mr. Macerucor thought if they had 
drill with a proper sergeant, the men would 
turn out. 

Several members sugyested that the old 
rule regarding non-attondance should be 
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enforced instead of making any fresh pro- 
vision. 

‘The Cmarmwan said the stipulations 
attached to the document signed by the 
members, related specially to the short 
term of new drill. 

‘Mr. Groom said the paper referred to 
was intended to ensure additional strict- 
ness, and he wished to propose that any 
member who did not sign it should cease 
to belong to the Company. What was the 
use of spoiling the efiiciency of the Com- 
pany when it went in for a thorough 
course of drill, by retaining men who 
would not take the trouble to learn? He 
himwelf had urged in the proper quarter 
the getting of a good sergeant. instructor 
who would be resident, but without suc- 
cess so far. Here they had an offer of a 
first rate'man at a maximum cost of S10 
a month. In the scheme the members 
were asked to sign, only 10 drills had been 
put down, but that was merely setting-up 
drill, and it was by no means intended to 
end with tha 

Mr, Lewis proposed, seconded by Mr. 
Housman, that Captain Whyte’s offer be 
accepted, and that the Committee be re- 
commended to carry out more stringently 
the rule made last year. 

‘The sense of the meeting ultimately 
found expression in the following resolu- 
tion : 

‘That the kind offer of Captain Whyte, to 
provide a dril sergeant, be accepted; that

We beg to lay before you a Report upon 
Munepal ‘Affairs for Inst year. 

Members of Council.—Mr. Anderson and 
ied on leaving for England, 
and Townend were elected 
to fill the vacancies. 

Finance.—Export Dues shew a falling off of 
about Tis. 500, owing to the major part of 
‘second erop teas being sbipped by Chinese to 
Shanghai;-but the revenue lor the year, owing 
to a portion of the Bund frontage having been 
leased, is satisfactory, being Tis. 5,485 against 
‘Tis. 4,664. It however must be borne in mind 
that, although the increase in the balance in 
hand is extremely gratifying, it is in a great 
measure due to the absence of expenditure on 
the Band facing and piling. The estimated 
Income (with taxes as at present) and Expen- 
diture for 1874 is as under, but taking into 
consideration the large outlay that might be 
necessitate] any year on the Bund facing and 
piles, the Council are not prepared to recom- 
mend any reduction in taxation.

Bund Frontage.—In accordance with a reso- 
lution of Landrenters of the 24th June 1879, 
confirmed by H. B. M. Consul 24th January 
1873, the Council notified they were open to 
receive tenders for the whole or any part of 
the Bund frontage, for the purposes of moor- 
ing Hulks, Pontoons, or Steamers ; and at a 
meeting of Ratepayers held 28th April 1873, 
Messrs. Russell & Co.’s offer, of ‘Tis. 2,000 per 
anim’ for 500 feet from south end of the 
Concession, was accepted, aud a lease has 
since been signed for aterm of three years 
dating from 10th May, 1873. 

Roads,—Some of these have been raised and 
repaired. Three new lamps have been erected 
and lighted, one in the middle road, one in 
the road leading up from the Bund to the 
Chartered Bank of India Australia and China, 
and the other in the back road, opposite to the 
Roman Catholic Convent. ‘The Council re- 
‘commend that more lamps be procured, so as 
to increaso the lighting of the Settlement, 

‘The Bund.—The Council have entered into 
a contract for Tis. 1,840 for the raising of the 
bund ; the roadway, to the width of 40 fect 
from the houses, to ‘be raised 10 inches above 
the level of the water line made by the flood 
of 1872, the central portion of the bund oppo- 
site each block to be further raised to a 
height of one foot and to be turfed over. 
‘This portion to extend to a distance of 18 feet 
from the edge of the stone bunding. The Road- 
way tobe carried across the side roads, and 
slope gradually to meet these roads and the 
approach to the jetties. It is proposed to 
form a girden in the Central portion to the 
full extent of each block. The whole of the 
contractor's work to be finished by the end 
of March. 

Land Regulations.—The Council regret that 
the proposed new ones, which were at 
ameeting held on 7th April 1873, have not 
Yok received the approval of H. B. M. Min 
ister. *

SATURDAY’S PAPER HUNT. 


‘A pleasant afternoon induced the wonted 
interest in the pursuit over mud and mi 
of the devious paper.

‘The members of the Philharmonic Socie- 
ty have every reason to congratulate them- 
selves on the success of the Concert given 





on. Sat evening, which we have no 
heditation “in pronouncing the best of the 
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many excellent concerts with which we 
have been favoured: this winter in Shang- 
hai. Never have we seen a larger and 
more attentive audience, or one which 
more thoroughly enjoyed the noble works 
brought toa hearing, as the repeated and 
hearty plaudits throughout the evening 
testitied. The programme was admirably 
chosen, consistin chiefly of classical music ; 
and the reception with which it met fur- 
nishes a proof that the highest class of 
music is, when properly rendered, likewise 
the most attractive. We trust the Com- 
mittee will be equally happy in their next 
selection, and that they will ever resolutely 
refuse to pander to the bad taste which 
finds its enjoyment in vulgar or trivial com- 
positions, Tf the past be any guarantee 
for the future, we feel perfectly safe in 
their hands. 

‘The most important number in the pro- 
gramme. was Beethoven's Symphony in 
F. (No. 8) or rather the first three 
movements of it. This work, which is be- 
yond the reach of any but really superior 
amateurs, was, we believe, undertaken 
chiefly at the instance of the Conductor to 
the Society who, though of course there- 
by adding largely to his own labour at r 
hearsal, has earned, let us hope, the grati- 
tude of all lovers of the greatest of masters, 
‘The performance was certainly not fault- 

but it was anything rather than 
lure. ‘The part which pleased most 
was the Andante Scherzando; ‘one of 
those productions” says Berlioz, “for 
which we can find neither model nor

‘The *Cello wo missed more par- 
ticularly in the difficult accompaniment 
of the trio—a quaver figure in triplets ; 
manfully as our other accomplished ’collist 
did his part, he was necessarily overpow- 
ered by the wind instruments, Violinists 
are more plentiful, yet we can ill-afford 
to lose the ‘services’ of one who in purity 
and richness of tone is second to none. 
‘We sincerely hope that the silenco of these 
gentlemen was due to accidental and re- 
Moveable causes, and that future audiences 
may not have to deplore so serious a 
lacuna in the Orchestra. 

Better as regards execution was Mendels- 
sohn’stuneful and spirited overturethe ‘Re- 
turn from abroad.” The entry of the wind in 
the delicious Andantino introduction was at- 
tended with some wavering and unsteadi- 
ness, while one of the instruments sounded 
tous aquarter of atone sharp. The allegro 
with its exquisite melody for the strings, 
accentuated by the bold and jubilant 
phrase for the horns constantly reiterated, 
went remarkably well. :

‘The graceful duett for flute and clarinet of 
the Flemish performer and composer De- 

nn was, we need notsay, in the caso 

f the’ execntants, given. about as 
jossible, but we have to record 
our admiration of the thoroughly worthy 

pport he received from the associated 
strumentalist. Had this latter part, 
however, been given to the oboo, as 
tended by the composer, some of the det 
cate piano passages on the flute would have 
been Bettorheard. ‘The solopianist who gave 
us Beethoven’s Sonata in A flat at the last 
concert, chose Mendelssobn’s well-known 
Andanto and Rondo Onpriccioso Op. 14. O 
this occasion we have only to 
previous criticism and say that the play- 
Ing was worthy of the piece, In answer t6 
‘a very warm encore, he gave one of the samo 
master’s Lieder ohne Worte, a morceau which 
though it showed his finished mechanism 
to even still greater advantage, seemed to 
ts, as musio, 1 be wanting in the Mendela- 
sohnian charm. Perhaps it was one of 
Fanny » Henselt’s contributions to the 
series, Both pieces were played without 
book. For our own part we confess we 
always feel nervous when this is the caso, 
and lose much of the pleasure of the per- 
formance in consequence. We cannot. seo 
what harm the book would do opened on . 
the stand for reference, in case of one of 
those lapses of memory which even Von 
Billow is somotimes afflicted with. 

‘The excellence of the pianoforte perform- 
ances has been one of the most interesting 
features in all our recent musical gatherings, 
and we betieve we are not far wrong in 
expecting at the next concert of the Socie- 
ty some further novelty in this departmont. 
To very many people, the music of tho 
human voice is finer than that of the finest 
orchestra. ‘Those of the audience on Sa- 
turday who share this opinion had the 
satisfaction of hearing two beautiful songs 
artistically sung in the first section of the 
programme, followed in the second section 
by two programme-songs (we suppose 
they ‘onght e be called so) veiven with 
moch spirit and perfectly correctly as re- 
gards time and tone ; but we think, in jus- 
tice to a fine organi, its possessor ought to 
go into a regular course of musical train- 
ing, and learn. the method of artistic mo- 
dulation and graduation. ‘The overture to 
Fra Diavolo (not so well played, by the 
way, as this very familiar work ought to 
be) was given by way of a bonne bouche at 
the finish, and sent every one away in the 
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best humour. We say every one advisedly, 
for not ten people leit the house till the 
very end—a thing one does not often seo at 
concerts either here or elsewhere. We 
have not only to congratulate the audience 
on their amateurs, but also the amateurs 
on their audience.’ We intended to make 
ome remarks touching the performance 
on the brass instruments of lower register 
and that on the instruments of percussion, 
but time and space compel us to terminate 
thié record of our impressions of ono of 
the most successful musical evenings we 
ever had the good fortune to attend,

It is a delegation to a limited extent 
quoad British subjects at least, of the powers 
of the Crown; which cam be re-assumed by it at 
any moment, and probably will be when the 
Community cease or neglect to exercise the pri: 
vilege conferred upon it. But as I have said, 
it is strictly limited by the Land Regulations, 
and is confined to specified objects of taxation, 
of which Land and Houses are two: All other 
right of taxation, and all other objects of taxa- 
tion, still remain and are exercisable at will 
by the Crown, It follows therefore that the 
Community having agreed to tax themselves 
by imposing a rate on the value of Land and 
fouses, and ig created a machinery by 
which the rateable value of such property is 
to be ascertained, and having also created a 
body to whom appeals ate to lie, whose deci 
ion it has agreed shall be final and bit 
on all—all of which is within the Timited

After partaking of 
some refreshments there with a friend, being 
in a hurry to get on board his’ ship, 
defendant ‘got into the vehicle with the 
intention of waiting a minute or two for his 
companion, who remained behind, Directly, 
however, he had taken his seat, the pony 
bolted with him, He lost all control over it, 
and in consequence the vehicle was damaged, 
the shafts and lamps being broken, and the 
splashboard damaged.

‘SAr-asau, mawfoo, said.—Defendant hired 
the vehicle at three o'clock in the afternoon. 
It was a dog-cart, and his companion drove to 
the Bubbling Well Cottage ; from thence to 
Sicaway, and then to the Gas Works. It 
was about 9 o'clock—dark—when they were 
there. After they had been there some time, 
they both came out and got into the vehicle. 


























They drove on, and in rounding a corner 
drove against s Municipal Jandmark break- 
ing one lamp and extinguishing the other. 
Defendant's companion jumped off and I tooy 
and while I was re-lighting the lamp, defett: 
dant gave the pony several lashes with his 
whip, which caused itto bolt. 1t drazged the 
trap against another stone, breaking one of 
the shafts. The lamps were lighted before 
starting from Sicawei. Both men were in the 
Gas Works about half-an-hour ; I remained 
with thi carriage: 1am sure they got into 
the trap together—both defendant and that 
man (his companion.) Itis not true that only 
the defendant entered. Defendant began to 
drive ; the other man had driven up to that 
time, ’ They were intoxicated ; the other man 
had the reins and defendant tried repeatedly 
to get them from him. ‘The splashboard was 
damaged by the accident. The trap was first 
struck on the left side, then on the right, 
Cross-examined by defendant, —Your friend 
was with you when the first accident occurred. 
Defendant declared the witness's statement 
entirely false. Being sworn, he said—Lt was 
about 3 o'clock when we started. We went 
to the Bubbling Well Cottage. We stayed 
there half-an-hour. I had some hot claret 
and water; my friend had sodawater 
think. We went quite round Sicaway. We 
didn’t stop at the Hermitage. We stopped at 
Mr, Reed’s, where we remained nearly an 
hour. had some water there ; nothing else. 
We then drove to the Gas Works, stopping 
nowhere. When we reached there it was 
dark—perbaps 6.45 p.m. The lamps were 
lighted when we started from Mr. Reed's, At 
the Gas Works, at the house of a friend, iny 
companion and I had a small bottle of ‘beer 
between us. T told him I wanted to be aboard 
by eight, and that I wanted to be going, He 
said, wait a minute, and he would follow me. 
T went to where the trap was—outside the 
te—in charge of the mawfoo. I got up into 
it, intending to wait for my companion, but 
the moment I had got in the pony bolted. I 
did my utmost to stop it. No one camo with 
tue to the door. he pony kicked and strug- 
gled, and this caused the damages to the vehi- 
cle.’

Witness, replying to his Honour, said he 
could drive but as his friend preferred to drive 
he let him. It was a very spirited pony, and 
his friend had remarked this to the person 
from whom he hired it. 

His Hoxouk.—Had the pony been fed from 
the time you hired him till the accident 
‘ocourred ? 

Witness.—No, 

His Hoxour.—That was enough to take the 
spirit out of him 1 am afraid. 

Defendant.—But Shanghai. ponies are gone- 
rally amore spirited when they are on their 
way home than wheu they are setting out. 

‘The Mawfoo, re-called, said.—It is a very 
good pony, and not given to bolt, Ldo not 
remember any instance of its having ran 





























away. 
‘Defendant—It bolted two or throe times on 
our way out. 
Wituess—It was not fed at all. I wanted 
to feed it when they stopped at the Gas Works, 





but they said no, they weren't going to stop 
Jong. ‘They were tipsy. Lam sure of thi 
His Hoxour repeated the question on this 


point, cautioning the witness that heintended. 
to call further evidence upon it ; and defend- 
ant denied being drunk. 

Witness affirmed in his statement. 

P. C. Boyson said Insp. Fowler had in- 
formed him that defendant was the worse for 
Tiquot when he was brought to the Station. 

“ARTHUR GuMMELL, (who had been absent 








during a part of the hearing) sworn, stated 
hat they left the Maloo at three. Defendant 
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had two glasses of hot claret and water ; he 
himself had taken some brandy and water. 
‘They did not stop at the Hermitage. At Mr. 
Reed's, defendant only took a glass of water ; 
he would take no brandy. At the Gas Works 
they had a bottle of beer between them. 
‘When defendant told him he must go, he told 
him he would not be two minutes. When he 
‘went on to the road, he could see nothing 
of defendant or the cart, which annoyed him. 
‘He knew nothing of the occurrence until he 
met defendant on the following morning then 
going off to his ship. 

His Hovour remanded the ease till to-day, 
for the evidence of Insp. Fowler.

(Adjourned from yesterday.) 

Insp. Wrisox, sworn, said.—On Thursday 
evening, the 29th, defendant was brought to 
the Station on a charge of breaking a trap. 
‘The mawfoo explained to me that the defend- 
ant was driving very recklessly along the 
Pekin Road, and that the trap struck against 
fa stone at ‘the side of the road. In conse- 
quence of the collision, the shafts, the front 
splashboard, and one of the side-boards, were 
broken, I understvod that the accident 
occurred near the bridge in that locality. It 
‘was nine o'clock. Defendant agreed to pay the 
damages, which were estimated on the spot 
at $19—$15 for the damage to the trap, and 
$4 for the lamps, both of which were broken. 
T have since “had three catriage-makers 
examine the trap, and find that the lowest 
cost of repairing it would be $12 for the trap 
and $4 for the lamps. Defendant related to 
mehow the accident occurred. He said the 
Pony suddenly holted off with him and caused 
‘the damage ; and he denied that anybody was 
with him at the time, He said he should not 
be in a position to the $19 before the end 
of the month. When he agreed to pay the 
amount, I told him that if he thought the 
charge ‘excessive, and called the followin; 
day, T would go with him and soe if we coul 
not’ get it done cheaper. He did not come, 
but Tmade enquiries nevertheless. He was 
in a state of intoxication. 

Witness (to defendant)—You were de- 
cidedly the worse for liquor. 

Defendant—I might have been a little ex- 
cited, but I swore here the other day that I 
was not drunk ; might not I be exci tf 

‘Witness Certainly you had the appearance 
of not being sobe 

His Hoxour—Why didn't you go to see 

Wilson as you promised. 
fondant—Because on second thoughts I 
considered I was not liable ; but I admit, 
your Honour, that 1 am to blame for not 
Boing to see Mr. Wilson and telling him so. 

His Honour—I think you are liable to the 
plaintiff. ‘The hirer of a carriage is prima 
facie responsible for any damage that a vehicle 
‘may sustain while under his control; and 
if even, as in your case, another person drives 
for you, you aro still the party held responsi- 
ble. But at tho time you yourself admit you 
were the only person in the trap; and you 
are bound to show to the Court’ sufficient 
to make it believe that the damage or 
accident was not due to your own negli- 
gence. You certainly have ‘not satisfied me 
that the accident was due to any such cause. 
If you could prove that the pony’ was restive 
or unmanageable, and consequently you were 
not able to govern it, then you would not be 
held responsible, but this you have not done. 

Defendant—I’ think I have; Ihave main- 
tained throughout that all 'the damage 
was done through the pony kicking. 

His Hoxovr.—That may be ; but the pony 
may be caused to kick by an incompetent 
driver. And as to your being sober, the In- 
spector distinctly affirms that you were not 80. 

Defendant.—That-might have been excit 
ment, 

His Hoxour.—If it had been excitement, I 
don’t think you would have acted in the way 
you did, It is not often that people leave a 
‘companion behind as you did; and all these 



























































things show you were more or less in a state of 
intoxication, 
Defendant.—Well, I don't consider I was 





to blame in the least. 
His Honovr.—I don’t want to press it, 
‘inst you too much, but it is very curious 
that you should have agreed to By the 
damages directly after the accident, the cause 





of which was perhaps better known to you 
then than remembered by you now. I give 
judgment for $16, including the cost of the 
lamps, and order you to pay the costs of the 
summons.

Plaintiff, a Canton man, was the late stew- 
ard of the ship. ‘The gist of his evidence 
was to the effect that, when the ship was 
at San Francisco he ‘bought a new meer- 
schaum pipe, intending to give his old pipe to 
the cook. He strangely forgot to give it him, 
but lent it to the defendant, felling him at the 
same time that if he lost it he must pay bim 
its value, $13. At the same port he lent 
defendant $5 and a linen shirt ; on the voyage 
to Puget Sound, he noticed that the defendant 
Aid not stoke the pipe, but being & superior 
officer he did not like to ask him the reason. 
‘When at Puget Sound he lent defendant $1.50, 
and another shirt; neither the money nor 
tl irts had been returned to him. They 
stayed two or three months at Puget Sound. 

His Hoxour—Then why did you not ask 
him there for them, and sue him for them if 
he would not give them to you? 

Plaintiff—Because he was a superior officer. 

‘His Hoyour—When did zou leave the ship? 

Plaintiff—On the 7th of January. 

His Hoxour—Have you ever asked him for 
them at all. 

Plaintiff—On one or two occasions; the 
last time on board ship in Shanghai. 

Defendant said the plaintiff's statements 
wero false in every particular. He had 
never borrowed anything from, nor had 
plaintiff ever asked him for them, and on 
one on board had ever seen him with any of 
plaintiff's clothes. His boxes were on board 
‘Ship and open to inspection.

He has not, 
howe! ven mo cortain necessary papers, 
inclading inventory of stores and furniture, 
survey reports and such other documents as he 
may have relating to the ship. He may have 
copy of the charterparty, logbooks, seamen’s 
accounts and all sorts of things. I have applied 
for these, but he has not given me them, and 
Lapply to the Court in order that I may ob- 
tain them, 

Cross-examined.—Messrs. Russell & Co,, the 
agents of the vessel, advised me to apply to 
the Court, ‘They ate agents for many things 
besides. ‘They are agents I beliove for tho 
owners of the Aliambra. I am shown a 
letter bearing Messrs. Russell's signature. 

Couxset handed up this document, saying 
it was most important, because the witness 
said Russell & Co. were agents for the ship, 
while by the letter handed in they were agents 
for the owners of the ship. 

His Hoxour.—How can they be agents for 
the ship, except as agents for the owners of 
the ship? 

Couxszt.—We will come to that presently ; 
Tonly wish you now to note that document. 

Cross-exainination resumed—I don’t know 
who the owners of the ship are. I have ap- 
plied to Captain Nelson for any papers re- 
I to the ship, on the 4th, 5th and 6th. 
L had not a list of them when I came out from 
the bottom of Me sampan. I asked him again 
to-day. I have*heard Captain Nelson men- 
tion ‘the name of a Mr. William 'Thwing. 
I never heard Messrs. Russell speak of 
him. I cannot recoguise or reject him 
as owner; I am ignorant on the matter. 
T look on Russell & Co. as agents, and 
owners too, so far as I am concerned ; and 
applied for the papers, on behalf of the 
owners, through the agents. I have been 
to the Consul, Mr. Medhurst, and to Mr. 
Spence to ask advice. I told Mr. Medhurst 
that I had applied to Captain Nelson for the 
ship's papers and that he refused to give them. 
‘The conversation was not official, but I 
wanted to get his advice as to how I could 
get, the pesest: Mr. Medhurst told me the 

jest thing [ could do was to summon Captain 
Nelson. The list I have stated I give from 
my own knowledge as a shipmaster. I did 
not know where any of them were. I didnot 
know that— : 

His Hoxour here interrupted the cross. 
examination to ask what it was Counsel 
desired to bring out. What was his position? 
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Coursei—That the agents are not acting 
for the owners at all, but for a gentleman in 
Boston, who has no more control over the 
ship than your Honour has ; and if an adjourn- 
ment is given, I will get a power of attorney 
produced to show that Russell & Co. have no 
Feal authority over the ship.

His Hoyour.—Any other papers ?

Plaintiff. —There is the account of stores. 

CouxseL protested against an officer of the 
Consulate suggesting things to the witness, who 
came there unable to tell what he wanted but 
claimed ‘all sorts of thi 

Plaintitf—If you would” put the rest to 
that remark it would be better—‘all sorts of 
things belonging to the ship.” 

His llonovr—An inventory of stores and 
furniture was the first thing plaintiff specified,

Counsit, doubted if that was to be found 
is Honour’s notes. 

‘His Hoxour—I am reading from them. 

Enquiry showed that the mate had an in-

His Hoxour after this said it seemed to

Counset said there was this to be consider- 
ed, that 2 Consular officer had not the autho- 
rity to discharge Captain Nelson. 

His Honour—But it was Messrs Russell & 
Co, discharged him and appointed another. 

Couxset—I speak from what occurred at a 
case tried here the other day, of which a re- 
port ‘appeared. It was shown that y tit 
presented himself at the ship one day and 
Was refused permission. to goon board. He 
presented himself next day with a document 
bearing the Consular seal, which he shows ; 
and thereupon your Honour entertains the 
‘ease, proof of the Consular seal being attached 
to the new captain's appointment was pro- 
duced, and your Honour refrained from 
punishment, telling the man that if he re- 
cognised Mr. Beadle as captain nothing moro 
would be heard of it. ‘That was not the 
appointment of Russell & Co.s it was a Con: 
sular appointment. Plaintiff had been refused 
admission to the ship because he went from 
Russell & Co., but he got a stamped paper 
from the Consulate by whicb, if they refused 
to admit him, the people on board became 
amenable to somebody or other. 

His Hoyour.—Iam certain I did not decide 
anything of the kind. What I decided was 
that the agents had authority to remove one 
master and appoint another. 

Couxset, said the Consular letter and seal 
were certainly referred to, and he alluded to 
this because this Court was a Court of Record, 

His Hoxour.—It was referred to as being 
sufficient to satisfy the defendant in that case 
that it was true Messrs. Russell & Co. had 
appointed the new captain; it was not the 
appointment itself, An appointment of a 

































































master and a certificate of that appointment 
are two distinct things. ~ 

Couxsex.—Well I'could not try whether 
the captain had been duly appointed or not 
before the Consul, I must apply here. (Coun- 
sel supported this course by reference to the 
Order in Council, sec. 25). 

His Hovour’ again said the Consular 
authority had nothing to do with the appoint- 
ment. At the trial spoken of, Mr. Beadle 
was asked if he had been appointed a master, 
and by whom, 

Couxset.—Let him produce his authority. 

His Hoxour to plaintiff—Have you an au 
thority in writing? 

Plaintiff—I have and here it is. 

Couxset—This has never yet been pro- 
duced before a competent Court. 

His Hoxour—It has not been called for or 
disputed. 

UNSEL—I dispute it. I affirm that Rus- 
sell & Co. are not the Agents. has to 
show that Russell & Co. are authorised to dis- 
miss one captain and appoint another. 

His Hosour—That is an inference of law ; 
if I find that Russell & Co. are the ageuts for 
the owners, I don’t require to be told what 
their powers are, 

Couxset—As to who are the owners you 
havea paper which I have put in, showing 
that Mer Liwing claims to bet owner, but the 
registered owner is a Mr. Smith in England. 

is Hoxour to defendant—Who were your 
‘agents ; who were you consigned to? 

‘Defendant—Frazar & Co. inward: 

His Hosovur—What was that for? 

Defendant—They were the owners of the 
cargo. 

is Hoxour—That is no answer to what 
Tam asking you. Surely you know the dif- 
ference between ship's agents and consignees of 
cargo. Who were your agents ? 

‘Cousset—That is a construction of law, 
and not a question for dofendant to reply to. 
If you give me an adjournment I will chow 
‘that Russell & Co. are not agents for the true 
owner, but for this Mr. Thwing of Boston, 

Defendant was now put upon oath. 

Counsel to His Hoxour.—I don’t know what 
you are going to question the defendant 
about, Sir.

His Hoxovr.—This is not a searching ex- 
amination ; it is quite simple. 

Couxset. letter is not proved, and 
therefore I object to my client being ques- 
tioned on it. 

His Hoxour—How:

Couxset.—That is not for me to say ; Iam 
not the legal adviser of the plainti 

His Honour—Do you mean to 
competent for me to ask the witness if he 
knows the handwriting of a letter? 

CouxseL.—Certainly not, if he is thereby 
placed in a difficulty. 

His Hoxovr.—And do I understand you to 
say that the defendant is not liable to be ex- 
amined on oath, this not being a criminal pro- 
ceeding but a civil case? 

Couxset.—Not unless I produce him. 

His Hoxovr—But he being here, cannot I 
examine him? 

Couxser—Certainly not.

and went to Frazar & Co. 

Mr. Srexce here remarked that the sea- 
men’s accounts of wages were settled by orders 
on Messrs, Russell & Co. 

Defeudant—That was because Mr. Thwing 
wrote to Frazar & Co. not to advance me any 
money out of the freight, and it was my ine 
tention that Russell & Co. should have the 
ship outwards at any rate, But Russell & Co, 
demanded all my books and papers and took 
me out of the ship, without showing mo any 
power of attorney till after I came out of Hos- 

ital, when I saw one from Mr. Thwing. I 
ave’ worked hard for the ahip and have kept 
the registered owner, Mr. Smith, advised of 
all that she did. i was appointed by him 
and Mr. Thwing together, and I can't und 
and my present treatment at all. 

His Hoxour—But you are not advancin 
your interests by the course you have adopted 

‘Defendant—I was unable to attend to mat: 
ters myself, and had to get Counsel to assist me; 
if [had been able I would have consulted tho 
Consul and taken his advice. But I cannot 
understand why I should have been removed, 

His Hoxour—That may give you a causo of 
action against the persons who removed you, 
but doea not enable you. to reit the present 
claim. If Russell & Co. aro the veasel’s 
agents, or claim to be so and act as such, 
then an action maj i 
have been wrong(ull; 
moment they assum 
ty of agents and you recognised them in 
that capacity, you were bound to submit to 
their action,’ reserving the right to proceed 

‘inst them if they wronged you. ‘The 
simple question before me—on the facta 
admitted by yourself, that you have lately 
beon master and plaintiff is master at pro- 
sent—is, what reason have you" to allege 
why you should not deliver up your papers? 
‘That is the whole question, in “a nut-shell ; 
and it does not require to be complicated 
and should not be compliested by any que 
tion of whether you were ‘wrongfully dis- 
charged or not. “You have recoguised the 
agency of Messrs Russell and Co., you are no 
longer in charge; plaintiff is the de facto 
captain; why don't you give him what belongs 
to his owners? I will read to you the section 
of the Act relating to it. (His Honour read 
the 259th section of tho. Mercantile Shipping 
Act, which is as follo 

“If during the progress of a voyage the 
master is superseded, or for any other reason 
quits the ship and is succeeded in the com- 
mand by some other person, he shall deliver 
to his successor the various documents relating 
to the navigation of the ship and to the crew 
thereof which are in his custody, aud shall in 
default incur a penalty not exceeding one hun- 
dred pounds ; and such successor shall imme- 
diately on seruming Si command of the ship 
enter in the official log a list of the doouments 
0 delivered to him.” 

He then continued, to defendant. You 
admit that you have been “superseded,” you 
are no longer in command, and have been out 
of the ship for I don’t know how long ; and 
this section of the. Act places your duty 
clearly before you. “You are bound to deliver 
to the mew captain all documents in your 
possession, belonging to the ship, under a 








































































Defendant said he had met with the 
accident-which laid him up, in helping to 
stow the ship; he had worked hard for her, 
and then without any sign or any letter from 
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Russell & Co. as to what their authority 
‘was for discharging him, he was removed. 

‘His Hoxour said he made all allowance for 
defendant's unfortunate condition, but could 
only recommend him strongly to comply with 
the plaintiff's requirements at once. If he

Captain Cornio’s statement.—Left Kobe 
January 16th, 2.20 past. Experienced head 
winds and adverse tide through the Inland 
Sea ; passed Simonosaki Straits on ‘the morn- 
ing of the 18th, blowing a hard gale from the 
westward, with heary squalls accompani 
by hail and snow, “Considering it impra- 
dent to proceed, at 10.45 a.nt. anchored in 
Whitshed Bay, where we remained until the 
morning of the 19th instant, when, the gale 
having abated, at 7.15 a.at, weighed auchor

and proceeded on voyage; during the day 
moderate wind and sea with heavy swell. 
Passed Yebosa at 4.30 p.m; at 6.31 Px. 
passed Madara Island and steered for the 
Obree channel; the night was moderately 
starlight, with afew clouds about the horizon. 
Having been on my feet all day and knowing 
T would have to be on deck the most of the 
night, I left the deck in charge of the 2nd off- 
cer, with these orders: steer S. W. 4 W., 
nothing to the westward ; and be very careful 
about your steering, keep 'a sharp lookout, and 
jive me a call if there is any change ; we have 
from 12 to 14 miles to go to the entrance of 
the e. I then went into the chart room, 
and Jay down on my lounge for rest, but not 
to sleep, and was in readiness to go on deck 
‘at an instant’s notice; during the afternoon 
the ship had been averaging seven knots an 
hour. After passing Madara and whilst steer- 
ing down the T supposed the tide 
was at the last quarter flood, which I have 
usually found setting to the eastward of 
north east, and at times east ; hearing nothing 
from the 2nd officer ] did not go on deel 

until a few minutes before eight o'clock. 
I found the night extremely dark, so much 80 
that I could see nothing; when T got my 
sight, I saw land which I supposed was the 
high land of Hirado, which I judged to be 
some two miles distant ; afew minutes later 
found it was not Hirado but the peak of 
Do-sima. I immediately gave the order to 
starboard, and then finding we were much

‘The gig was then manned and sent in 
charge of the Freight Clerk, with the saloon 
jassengers, to a town from which we saw 
Figuts; to engage boats to come to our assist- 
‘auce and to get back to the ship as soon as 
possible. A little later I sent the 2nd officer 
with a boat and two men to a town from 
which lights were seen still nearer the ship, 
with orders to get as many boats as he 
could find and return promptly to the 
ship. During all this time the whistle was 
blown at short intervals and several shots 
fired from the gun. At Il o'clock the water in 
the ship had increased to four feet, but by 
working the engines we could keep it from 
creasing, about the same time the gig returned, 
followed by several native boats. “Fearing the 
ship at low tide might. break in two, I cons 
dered it prudent to send the passengers, mails 
and treasure on shore, which was done in 
charge of the Purser. At 3 a. xt. the ship lay 
over to badly as to completely disable the en-

The remainder being of a perishable nature 
was not removed. On the morning of the 2lst 
the Golden Age passed by on her return, and 
gave me the word that a steamer would bo 
sent to my assistance. After finishing with 
the cargo we proceeded to wreck the ship and 
transport the material on shore.

‘In their insignificant 
native villages they may divide themselves 
into hostile clans and defy the arm of the 
law, but here in Shanghai can they thus 
blindly disregard the rights of person and 
t 
Prthe Wagietrato Yeb, though himself a native 
of Hsiang-shan, is yet magistrate of Shanghai, 
and must as such possess the power of repres- 
sing his fellow provincials who are engaged in 
the tea hongs in the foreign settlement. If 
this matter grows toa breach of the public 
peace, although he may not be responsible as 
a leader, we fear that he will not escape 
blame as an accessory for his lenity in not 
pressing them, Were it otherwise, what 
the use of government appointing a magistrate 
atall? Purther, if this were a sudden rising, 
he might plausibly plead ignorance, but this 
1ea will not avail him in the present instance, 
Tor tive matter bas already been more than & 
week under his notice. If the threatened 
disturbance does not come to anything, so 
much the better ; but if it does it will be our 
misfortune, and we do uot believe it will do 
him any good. 

















TONQUIN. 


(China Mail. ) 


We have received, from an authentic source, 
news that affairs in Tonquin or Annam have 
settled, aud that the Treaty 

between France and that power will very 
shortly be sigued. As a very large number 
of our readers are probably unaware of the 
eveuts which Jed to the state of affairs cul 
nating in the murder of Lieutenant Garnier, a 
slight sketch of the policy which France has 
of late pursued in that quarter may not prove 
uninteresting. A drama involving no slight 
consequences, botli to Annam and to European 
Progress in this quarter of the world is now 
eing played out on a stage, small’ indeed 
when compared to the vast empire on ite 
Northern boundaries, but still rivalling in 
importance; many European states. Thirty 
years ago, its population was estimated 
at fifteen ' millions, and it has probably 
increased since that date. Abounding in 
the precious metals, as well as copper 
and iron, and not ill-favoured as regards vege- 
table productions, Tonquin (which, strictly 
speaking, is the ‘northern half of the Au- 
namese territory) is a by no means despicable 
prize to any country strong enough to either 
annex it or establish a protectorate over it. 
‘That France, having established at Saigon a 
military point @appui, should cast her eyes 
towards Tonquin with somewhat longing 
lances, was not to be wondered at. Events 
flave favoured. her wishes to s probably ‘un- 
‘expected extent. 

‘everybody knows, efforts have for a long 
time been made to find’a practicable route to 
Yunnan via the Lao Kai or Tonquin river. 
The length and inconvenience vt the only 
route hitherto open—that via Hankow—was 
sufficiently obvious, and at length an enter- 
prising Frenchman resolved to see whether it 
could not be superseded. With this intent he 
essayed the passage by Tonquin and, as might 
have been anticipated, met with various ob- 
stacles and delays arising from the ill-will of 
the officials, who viewed with an uufriendly 
eye this effort by foreigners to open their ter- 
ritory, for the purpose of obtaining free access 
toa province in trading with which they 
had hitherto held the monopoly. With the 
people it was different. All accounts received, 
unite in justifying the account of them given 
by former travellers asa shorty squat, and 
ill-favoured people, but extremely industrious 
and good tempered.” Added, however, to the 
hostility of the Annamite mandarins was the 
black mail ievied by two Chinese rebel chiefs, 
who, having respectively established themselves 
on either side of the Tonquin-Yunnan border, 
added materially to the difficulties of penetrat- 
ing into Yunnan. The pioneer Frenchman, 
however, was not a man to be turned by ti 
fies, and succeeded in making good his right 
of way, subject, however, to such detentions 
as the Annamese mandarins chose to im- 
pose, Wearied by their unyielding hostility, 
he solicited and obtained the aid of the 
French military colony at Saigon to support a 
demand of so many tho as compen- 
sation for the alleged loss caused to him by 
































Annamite obstructiveness. Lieutenant Gar- 
nier was despatched with some two hundred 
men on an expedition half military and half 
exploring, and after reaching the capital, seized 
and occupied a fort at Hanoi as security for 
his demands being complied with. Forco 
being found useless to compel his withdrawal, 
treachery was resorted to. Certain Chinese 
rebels in the pay of the Annamese were in- 
structed to decoy him from the shelter of the 
fort, under pretence of arranging the matter 
in demand, and he imprudently accepted the 
invitation,” going either wiarmed or so 
slightly attended that surprise was easy. 
With the details of his death the public 
are now familiar, as also with the action 
taken by the Governor of Saigon to avenige 
it, and attain the ultimate objects of 
the expedition, which now, at all events, are 
the opening up’ of Tonquin’ to foreign travel 
and the establishment of a protectorate simni- 
lar to that obtaining at Hué over the Tonquin 
territory. Some 230 men were immediately 
sent up to Hanoi, and Monsieur Renard has 
been appointed to succeed Lieut. Garnier— 
he having for some time held office at Saigon 
as ‘Inspecteur des Affairs indigenes.” Of 
course, it iv easy to foretell what will be the 
eventual upshot of all this. The French do 
not often relinquish a military post in a semi 
civilized country except for very cogent co 
erations, and we shall not greatly err i 
assuming that the Treaty shortly to be signed 
will yield some very material advantages to 
French interests. 

But how ought Englishmen to regard this 
first step towards further French annexation 
in South-Eastern Asia? ‘To us it seems that 
they have rather cause for approval than its 
reverse. If French enterprise opens up Tou- 
quin, and so gives us a trade route to Yunnan, 
i will bave conferred an_appreciable benefit 
upon both the Chinese and European nations, 
England will probably regard the extension of 
‘a French protectorate to Tonquin with more 
than equanimity if the influence it confers be 
not used to hopelessly shut off Western China 
from the outer world, Did we believe that 
the French officials entertained such ideas w 
should be unwilling to view their succ 
But they are, we believe, fully sensible of the 
fact that thoy can utilize such territory as 
they may acquire or influence, solely by en- 
couraging trade, At Saigon ‘they ean do 
but little, because there is io market 
beyond it for what Europeans chiefly 
deal in. In’ Tonquin, with Yunnan and 
Western China generally behind it, matters 
will be different, and we feel tolerably sure 
the French will have a sufficient appreciation 
of what is necessary to induce trade, to do so 
by every means in their power. The future 
of a populous and mineralogically wealthy. 
country is now in their hands. We shall be 
both surprised and disappointed if they do 
not use their opportunity to the best advan- 
tage. ‘Their immodinte intention is we believe 
to take charge of the native customs and 
pay themselves an indemnity for the former 
claim and for Mr. Garnier’s death. ‘This will 
virtually give them control of the country. 

‘We may add that, whereas under the exis- 
ting Treaty, only “French, Spaniards, and 
Chinese are ‘permitted to travel in Tonquin, 
the new treaty will, we understand, throw 
the country open to foreiguers generally. If 
thie be the cate, the French will have noted 
with a commendable liberality which will 
strengthen the belief we entertain (hat their 
action in ‘Tonquin will be of general benelit,
